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New Arts Center Opens This Saturday

The Virginia Beach Center for 
the Arts, the new $5.5 million 
home of the city's oldest arts insti- 
tution, opens to the public on Sat- 
urday April 8, at 10 a.m. 

The 32,000-square-foot building 
was designed by E. Verner Johnson 
and Associates, Inc. of Boston, 
museum architects and planners for 
more than 90 museums 
internationally. The firm's clients 
include the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, the Boston museum of Sci- 
ence, the Hong Kong Museum of 
Art, Museo de Arte Contemporaneo 
de Caracas, Venezuela and the Lou- 
vre Museum in Paris. 

According to Michael J. Marks, 



executive director of the Center 
since 1985, "The building design 
clusters our primary functions - 
20th century art exhibition, educa- 
tion and performance - around the 
three-story, light-flooded Interior 
Courtyard. In every area, the build- 
ing's features enhance the viewing 
and creation of art." 

Selected from 47 other architects, 
architect Verner Johnson states that 
the design was inspired in part "by 
the grace and gentility of Virginia 
mansions. Just as art museums be- 
gan with the notion of inviting 
guests into grand residences to view 
private collections, we wanted the 
new Center for the Arts to ■reflect a 
welcoming hospitality and an atti- 
tude of sharing ideas. From the side

planning to the details, the design the building. 



combines familiar residential ele- 
ments with palatial elegance to 
make visitors feel like welcome 
guests and to help then feel more 
receptive to new or unfamiliar ideas 
in art." 

Materials on the exterior include 
white-glazed brick and light gray 
granite, lopped by a copper roof. 
Interior materials are the same 
white brick and granite, accented by 
large, deep-set windows and wood- 
work of natural mahogany which 
recur as thematic motifs throughout 



Visitors enter the building from a 
shaded, copper-roofed walkway into 
the Interior Courtyard. High above 
the Courtyard's slate and granite 
floor, a ring of clearstory windows 
and the central skylight pour day- 
light onto 10 large ficus trees be- 
low. The matched trees create a 
shaded bower with views into the 
exhibition gallery on its south side 
and access through mahogany 
french doors to the outdoor terrace 
of the Sculpture Garden on the 
north side. 



The main gallery of 5,600 square 
feet is devoted to 20th century art. 
Equipped with movable wall panels 
and undercarpet flat wiring, the 
gallery can be configured as a single 
columnless space for one large ex- 
hibit, or as a series of up to 14 
smaller galleries. The flexibility of 
the design allows for the variety in 
contemporary art, from painting and 
sculpture to neon and video. 

A 600-square-foot gallery adjoins 
the main area and is devoted to 
works by local artists, members and 
student, continuing the Center's 
tradition of nearly 40 years. 

Johnson states, "Natural light 
can vividly enhance artwork and 
architectural space, if the poten-

"I'm tired of it," said Billy A. 
Franklin, a Virginia Beach private 
investigator and attorney catching, 
heat for gathering information 
about U.S. Senator Charles S. 
Robb's private and personal life. 
"I'd like to get on with what I'm 
doing. I don't know when it's going 
to end." 

Franklin is tired, he says, of ev- 
eryone from politicians to reporters 
trying to figure out who hired him 
to put Robb under the microscope. 
But Franklin isn't talking, for now. 

"I never thought there would be 
this hulaballoo over this," 
Franklin, who lives in Lynnhaven's 
Greenhill Farms, said of the con- 
tinuing investigation. "Maybe I 
should have known there would be 
a lot of flack over it." 

Franklin said he has conducted a 
"legitimate investigation" of Robb, 
including checking published alle- 
gations that the former Virginia 
governor, before he was elected 
senator, attended oceanfront parties 
while governor where cocaine was 
present and used by some party at- 
tendees. Robb, a Democrat, has ve- 
hemently denied knowingly being 
at parties where cocaine was present 
and has said he wouldn't recognize 
the white powdery drug if he saw it.

Russian-Born Irina Wohner Was 
Forced Into The World Of Ballet

Irina Vassilieva Wohner said she 
started dancing through necessity. 

The 67-year-old ballerina was 
born the daughter of poor Russian 
immigrants, and was brought up in 
a Russian culture on a 72-acre farm 
in Washington, D.C. It was there 
that her mother, an accomplished 
ballerina, told Wohner and her sister 
they had to dance whether they liked 
it or now 

"She insisted," Wohner said. "In 
case we might need it someday." 

Although her family was poor, 
Wohner said she grew up with 
"very famous people." Both she and 
her sister were named after pianist 
Rachmaninoffs two daughters. 
Wohner remembers as a child, a 
man coming to her house, sitting 
her at the piano and putting a silver

very important for a young lady to have grace. Ballet 
also teaches the young good, classical music." 



dollar on top of each hand while 
teaming her to play the piano. 

"It never dawned on me who this 
man was," said Wohner, director of 
The Ballet Studio, which she and 
her husband John own. 

Wohner began dancing at age 
two. Everyday her mother would 
walk 3 1/2 miles to teach ballet in 
Rockville, Md. Because there was 
no place else to put her, Wohner 
was forced to attend her mother's 
ballet classes. 

"A lot of credit goes to my 
mother, " she said. 

Wohner attended an international 
school in Washington, which con- 
sisted of Russian, French and Ger- 
man immigrant children. It wasn't 
until the end of her high school 



years that she learned how to speak 
English. Although her father, a 
naval officer, spoke English as well 
as eight other languages, Wohner's 
mother spoke Russian and no En- 
glish. 

"I speak Russian fluently. It's my 
best language," Wohner said. 

In 1941, Wohner traveled to 
Michigan to visit her sister. It was 
there that she met her husband, who 
proposed to her the very same day. 

Wohner stopped dancing for eight 
years after getting married After her 
first son died, her husband volun- 
teered her at an orphanage, where 
she was hired to leach ballet. 

"That's bow I got back into it," 
she said 

After three years at the orphan- 



age, Wohner was volunteered once 
again, this time by her daughter, 
who now teaches ballet in Colum- 
bus, Ohio. She taught ballet on 
Saturdays from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. at 
Sl Ann's Catholic Church in Falls 
Church, Va., for 25 cents a year. 

"From then on it just grew," said 
Wohner, who has a long list of ac- 
complishments. 

Wohner, who has "traveled every 
state in the union," has danced with 
the Ballet Rousse de Monte Carlo, 
a company which Princess Grace's 
daughter Caroline has recently re- 
established. She also remembers 
Mamie Eisenhower calling tier to 
teach her three daughters, which she 
did for six yews.

Wohner said

Reader Commends SCC For Adopting Experimental Plan 



Editor: 

On Jan. 1, Virginia's local tele- 
phone companies reduced their local 
telephone rates by approximately 
$33 million as part of an experi- 
mental plan for modifying the way 
the SCC regulates local telephone 
companies. 

The commission considers the 
four year experimental plan an an- 
swer to the growth of competition 
in the telephone industry. The plan 
provides for different levels of 



regulation for competitive and non- 
competitive services. 

The plan is voluntary in nature 
and the local companies can 
participate in parts of the program. 
Additional revenue generated as a 
result of the program will be passed 
along to the customer. 

The return on common equity 
has been lowered from the current 
15% to 12% to 14%. If as a result 
of participation in the program the 
rate of return is exceeded the local 
phone companies can be ordered by 



the Commission to make appropri- 
ate refunds to the customers. 

In light of deregulation, the SCC 
plan is a necessary step to stimulate 
competition and help the telecom- 
munications industry advance tech- 
nologically by regulating only the 
monopolistic services. I commend 
the SCC for adopting a plan that 
can potentially benefit the ratepay- 
ers.

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Watts Proposes 
Tax Increase 
To Fund The 
School Budget

Fiscal 1989 in Virginia Beach 
may be the year of schools. 

That's what City Manager 
Aubrey V. Watts Jr. said as he're- 
portcd to city council a need for a 
5.5. cent (per $100 valuation) in- 
crease in the real estate tax rate to 
fund the School Board budget. 

Watts proposes an operating 
budget for 1989-90 of 
$587,698,684, an increase over the 
current budget of 11.3 percent of 
$59,721,778. 

- The schools, he said, found itself 
with a shortfall resulting from a 
lower percentage of State funding, 
' increased state mandates, as well as 
increased local initiatives, and the 
opening of four schools which will 
house 4700 students. To make up 
for the shortfall, the 5.5 cent real 
estate tax rate increase is needed, he 
said. "Nineteen eighty-nine may be 
the year of schools." 

Public hearings on the budget are 
scheduled for April 18 at 7 p.m. at 
Princess Anne High School and 
April 25 at 7 p.m. at the Pavilion 
meeting room. 

A public hearing and first reading 
of appropriation ordinances for the 
budget will be held on May 8 at 2 
p.m. with the second reading on 
May 15. 

Work sessions are scheduled for 
April 10 from 10:30 a.m. to noon, 
April 17 from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m.; 
April 24 from 2 to 4 p.m.; May 1, 
from 1 1 a.m. to 1 p.m., all in the 
City Hall conference room. 

Watts also presented for councils 
consideration several options on the 
city side which would require an- 
other real estate tax increase of two 
cents. The items are not included in 
the budget 

Watts accepted the total school 
budget as submitted by the School 
Board of $255,516,399! He said, in 
presenting the budget last Thursday, 
that the School Board is confronted 
with state mandates and local needs 
that are significantly larger than can 
be absorbed without a tax increase. 

Dean Block, assistant city man- 
ager/budget, said that the State 
which traditionally participated ap- 
proximately 50 percent in school 
budget increases, will contribute 
only 39.01 percent of the 
$18,779,512 increase in the pro- 
posed budget and shared only 35.35 
percent of the increase of 
$15,955,737 in the current budget. 

The School Board has to meet 
state mandates, such as providing 
60 elementary school counselors, 
reducing the grade one class size, 
reducing the grades 6-12 English 
class pupil-teacher ratio, providing 
a remedial K-12 program, and a 
secondary teacher planning period. 
State mandates alone account for 
$5.68 of the shortfall with the re- 
maining $2.5 million resulting 
from local initiatives including 
programs for at-risk students, 
reducing grade two class size, in- 
creasing technology and for the ad- 
vance placement program. 

Block said that it will cost the 
city $2 million just to open the 
door of the new Salem High 
School. The schools project an in- 
crease of 2500 additional students in 
the fall, about the same increase it 
has been experiencing for several 
years. 

Watts said that the city so re- 
stricted services in the current bud- 
get that it has to catch up with 
maintenance service this year. He 
said that the current budget shows 
the lowest percentage increase in 22 
years. "That is not possible again," 
he said. 

But as the cost of running the 
government increased, increases in 
growth have decreased. And citing 
an anomoly of government, he said 
that the demand for services in- 
creases faster than the rate of popu- 
lation growth. For instance, the li- 
brary circulation has multiplied 
faster than the population. 

He said that the water and sewer 
rates have been maintained, but 
would have to be increased if Nor- 
folk increases its rate. 

Other highlights of the budget 
are: 

* A 4.6 percent general increase 
for all employees effective July 1 to 
parallel School Board increases for 
non-teaching personnel. 

• A $15 a month increase in the 
city's contribution to health insur- 
ance, effective Jan. 1, 1990 which 
will bring the city's share up to $90 
a month.

A few weeks ago, in this column, I shared wiin you my personal 
thoughts on the city staff, their enthusiasm, skill, and professionalism as 
evidenced by the tremendous productivity throughout the city during the 
year. This productivity was reflected in the new 1988 Annual Report. 
Well, it's official! The annual report has been published and is available at 
all area libraries and at the Office of Public Information. 

For those of you who have not yet been fortunate enough to see it, I 
thought it might be appropriate to offer you an encapsulated version of a 
few major highlights of the year. 

Public Utilities 

After ten years of project planning, gathering and evaluating studies, 
communicating with the citizens and seeking input from a host of techni- 
cal and professional sources, the city got the 'go ahead' from the voters in 
November. Citizens voted three-to-one to finance the Lake Gaston Water 
Supply Project with up to $200 million in general obligation revenue 
bonds. 

The Lake Gaston project is the city's proposed solution to the long term 
water supply needs. The pipeline consists of 85 miles of pipe and two 
pumping stations. The pipeline begins in Virginia at Lake Gaston and will 
end in the city of Suffolk, where it will connect to the Norfolk water lines. 



The annual report has been published and Is avail- 
all area libraries and at the Office of Public In - 
atfon. 




Tremendous progress was made toward making this project a reality. 

In June, the Corps of Engineers released a supplemental Environmental 
Assessment addressing the two issues remanded by the federal court The 
need for water was confirmed and the impact on fish spawning from the 
withdrawal of roughly one percent of the flow was found to be insignifi- 
cant. These two issues, the last of 25, are the only issues remaining in 
which the Federal District Court has not, at this printing, decided a ruling. 

Of the seven jurisdictions in which the pipeline will be located, five 
have consented to the construction of the project. In addition, agreements , 
have been reached with landowners of 30 percent of the parcels through 
which the pipeline will travel.

City's School Board Is Of Great Interest To Residents

Recently, I had the opportunity to be a guest on WNIS's talk show 
hosted by Mrs. Meyera Oberndorf. We discussed recent developments in 
educational research, the school budget and other areas of interest I was 
pleased by the number of thoughtful and sensitive questions I received 
about the public school system. 

Several of the questions dealt with school reform. I spoke to the man- 
dates and challenges we had to face in Virginia Beach. I spoke to the more 
than 100 reports and papers on the necessity of addressing the serious con- 
cerns facing administrators and teachers across this country. I spoke to the 
issue of teacher salaries, status and authority. 

In Japan, teachers are the highest paid public employees. They are also 
treated with great respect We are working on ways to help teachers feel 
better about themselves and for the public to recognize the complex job 
they have and to appreciate how well they do it While salaries have risen 
they have not kept pace with inflation. Virginia Beach has met the mini- 
mum mandate but not the goals of the Governor's directive. 

Disappointed as teachers were with the salary package they will work 
hard to support this year's budget. The School Board has made a major 
commitment to meeting their goals to deal with class size, that at-risk 
student, technology and academic excellence. The School Board is also do-

ing its best to meet the complex problems of growth and an ever increas- 
ing student population. They are working with teachers and administrative 
personnel to insure quality programs for all schools that meet the needs of 
all the students. 

The State Board of Education has mandated a restructuring of the middle 
school grades, 6, 7 and 8. The School Board will be studying the implica- 
tions and impact that the restructuring process will have on our school 
system. In our current configuration, it is possible that all elementary, ju- 
nior, and senior high schools may be affected. 

In November, Dr. Melvin appointed a 22 member committee to deter- 
mine reconfiguring possibilities and study the implementation process. 
The purpose of the restructuring is to produce schools in which the profes- 
sional staff clearly understands the developmental characteristics of the stu- 
dent, and uses that knowledge in curriculum design in instruction and in

Remembering Society's Forgotten And Neglected Children 




Although child abuse cases are often dramatic and highly publicized by 
the media, cases concerning neglected children are themselves neglected. Na- 
tionwide surveys have found that the numbers of neglect cases far outnum- 
ber those of abuse, but the public has not been made aware of this serious 
problem. 

Last month, however, a tragic story of neglect appeared on the front page 
of a Norfolk newspaper, concerning a mother who had left her three young 
children, ages 4, 5, and 6, locked alone in a motel room. They could not es- 
cape a fire and two died. Even if a key were unnecessary to exit, children of 
such tender years could not reasonably be expected to escape under panic 
conditions that would likely have challenged an adult 

The third child, a four-year-old girl, was left in critical condition with 
inhalation burns as well as burns to her face and hands. She was placed in 
the temporary custody of a local Department of Social Services, and the 
mother was charged with neglect 

In a follow-up article, statistics were published concerning child-neglect 
cases in our area. During the past fiscal year, Virginia Beach child-protection 
workers found 327 such cases, more than any neighboring municipality. 
This could mean that our city has more neglected children, that our Social 
Services workers are more vigilant, or that our citizenry has greater social 




consciousness. 

In two previous columns, I have discussed corporal punishment and child 
abuse, quoting an expert, Dr. Hendrika B. Cantwell, pediatrician for the 
Denver Department of Social Services, from a talk she gave at a seminar, 
sponsored by the. American Lawyer's Auxiliary, which I attended. 

This remarkable scholar is again my source of information, especially her 
chapter on "Child Negfec^'in the book, "The Battered Child," by C. Henry 
Kempe and Ray E. Heifer. Dr. Cantwell pointed out in her talk and in her 
article that the origins of America's troubled children can be traced to Amer- 
ica's troubled families. 

After all, the family is the child's first environment. That is where a child 
receives the first impressions of the world and develops attitudes that carry 
through later life. Unfortunately, something has happened to American 
families. Since the 1950's, there have been significant social changes. More

General Assembly Wraps Up Tree Replacement Law 
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The replacement legislation, 
which the city has sought for years, 
was expected to become law as the 
General Assembly wraps up its 
business for the 1989 session. 

But just two days earlier some 
city council members feared that the 
bill (House Bill #1739) might be in 
jeopardy because of mixed signals 
sent from the Beach. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
introduced a resolution that would 
request Governor Gerald L. Baliles 
to make changes in the bill before 
signing it In its present form, 
Heischober said "if the governor 
signs it, it would do more harm 
than good." 

The bill authorizes certain 
localities to adopt tree replacement 
ordinances. 

The General Assembly was to 
make technical changes in the bill, 
requested by the governor, who is 
expected to sign the bill next week. 
The legislation would go into effect 

July 1. 

With the House and Senate 
working concurrently on the final 
day of the General Assembly today, 
they have little time to make 



changes in legislation except for 
amendments requested by the gov- 
ernor, according Robert Matthias, 
assistant city attorney for legisla- 
tive matter, u 

Reischober objected that the leg- 
islation eliminates any flexibility 
for the cities which adopt tree ordi- 
nances and also that it merely per- 
mits local ordinances in stating that 
localities "may" adopt ordinances 
instead of requiring ordinances by 
using the work "shall." 

"I don't intend to change it," de- 
clared Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan. She said she resented the 
way the resolution had come about 
Her fear was that Virginia Beach, 
which had been one the major sup- 
porters of the state tree legislation, 
would be sending mixed signals to 
the Governor. Councilwoman Bar- 
bara Henley, who indicated that she 
would like to know more about the 
bill, however agreed that the city 
might end up with nothing if the 
resolution were adopted. 

After a number of motions - to 
approve the resolution, to deny the 
resolution, to withdraw the resolu- 
tion but to send a letter to the eov- 



ernor requesting the local options • 
council by a 6-5 vote approved a 
motion to not accept the resolution 
and to not send a letter. 

That leaves the situation where it 
was before Heischober introduced 
the resolution. Voting against the 
final motion with Heischober were 
L wncilmen John A. Baum, John 
L. Perry and William D. Sessoms 
Jr. wd Vice Mayo Robert V. Fen- 
tre 

! . Leslie Byrne, of Fairfax, 
ini sliced the bill which authorizes 
localities with populations of at 
least 75 persons per square mile to 
adept an ordinance providing for the 
planting and replacement of trees 
during the development process. 

The ordinance must required that 
the site plan provides for the plant- 
ing or replacement of trees on the 
site so that at maturity of ten year, 
minimum tree canopies would 
cover certain percentages of the 
property. The percentages are delin- 
eated in the Bill. 

McClanan expressed surprise that 
the city arborist, Roger Huff, was 
the one who expressed his concerns 



to Heischober last Friday. She said 
it sounded as though "other organi- 
zations had something to do with 
the whole incident" 

Heischober said that he would 
hate to send mixed signals to 
Richmond and suggested that the 
mayor's office express council con- 
cerns in a letter. "There's no ques- 
tions that the bill, if not properly 
amended, is not just what we 
wanted." 

McClanan intimated that the bill 
may not be what the Tidewater 
Builders Association wanted. "I 
wouldn't have a concern (about 
sending a letter) if we were the only 
ones sending a message but I know 
that the Tidewater Builders is send- 
ing a message throughout the state 
that Virginia Beach does not want 
it" 

"What they (the General Assem- 
bly) are going to say is we did this 
and Virginia Beach came along and 
didn't want it I'm not going to pass 
an ordinance that would caseu a 
hardship. 

Henley's objection was in 
providing imput in the bill at th 



11th house. "If we were to do 
something, we should have done it 
early. We may end up with noth- 
ing." If the city has any problems 

in the legislation, she said, it could 
provide for changes in its legisla- 
tive package next year. 

Heischober also said that the 
legislation is open-ended in leaving 
an exception for hardship. 

Huff, referring to an interpreta- 
tion he made on the impact of the 
bill, said that the bill was 
"excessive." For instance, the 10 
percent tree canopy required for a 
18.213-acre shopping center site 
such as Woods Comer, would equal 
the planting of 448 trees, the ten 
percent application for a five-acre 
industrial site, such as McDevitt 
and Street Company, would require 
123 trees. 

The goals, which have to be 
achieved, would have to be achieved 
in ten years, he said, and added 48 
trees would have to be planted on a 
three-acre farmette! he said that the 
requirements would promote the 
planting of less desirable trees. 

McClanan said that she was 



"shocked" to find out about the ob- 
jections on Monday moming aftci 
the bill had gone through the Gen- 
eral Assembly "which is the most 
miraculous thing of all. I would 
have hoped. . . the concerns would 
have been expressed earlier." 

She said that Huff said he heard 
about the bill and that Heishober 
heard about it from Huff, but "It 
sounds like other organizations had 
something to do with this. I hope 
he (Huff) would have discussed this 
with Mrs. (Councilwoman Nancy 
Parker) Parker and me. The Gover- 
nor has not vetoed die bill." Mc- 
Clanan and Parker make up coun- 
cil's tree committee. 

McClanan said she would have 
been glad to talk to Delegate Byrne, 
but that she did not want to go to 
the General Assembly at this time. 
"We have had a terrific time getting 
this authorization." 

She said that any council mem- 
ber has the right to bring up any 
subject but that if Heischober was 
concerned he should have had the 
item placed on die agenda.

Washington D.C. may be known 
for its White House and monu- 
ments, but come spring time, the 
Cherry Blossom Festival ranks 
high on the list of sights to see.

Eastern Shore Chapel Celebrating 
A Piece Of History On May 6 And 7

The Eastern Shore Chapel of the 
Episcopal Church will celebrate a 
piece of history, with several events 
on May 6 and 7, as it turns 300 
years old. 

"Basically, this celebration needs 
to be a year-long look ahead; shap- 
ing our mission for the future, 
while honoring the past," said Fa- 
ther Andrew MacBeth, head clergy 
for the Chapel. 

The Tricentenial Celebration will 
include a Pot-Luck Supper at 6 
p.m. Saturday, May 6, followed by 
a special event, "A Time to Remi- 
nisce," which will feature past and 
present clergy of the church, who 
will discuss their experiences at the 
chapel. 

"The event will be moderated by 
Joel Carlson, former broadcast ex- 
ecutive in this area and former 
member of the congregation, who 
will be returning for this very spe- 
cial event," Father MacBeth said. 

Some of the returning clergy will 
include the Bishop of the North 
Carolina Diocese, Sidney Sanders, 
who came to the Eastern Shore 
Chapel in 1961 before his ap- 
pointment to the Diocese. Also 
featured in the discussion are Rev- 
erends Charlie Riddle, who was re- 
placed by Father MacBeth in 1988, 
and the retired Reverend Henry Bar- 
ton, who served as clergy in the 
1950's. 

"Of course I'll be there, too, but 
I'm new here, so I don't have any 
stories yet," Father MacBeth joked. 
"The original church for mis area 
was located at Bayville Farms in 
the early 1600's," said Louisa Kyle, 
author of the book, "History Of 
The Eastern Shore Chapel and 
Lynnhaven Parrish". The only way 
for the congregation to reach the 
church was by boat, so around 
1660, the "Chapel of Ease" was 
built in what is now Lynnhaven. It

was called Chapel Of Ease because 
it was easier to get to. 

Since there are no records of ex- 
actly when the church was built, 
1689 is the "generally accepted an- 
niversary date for the church, be- 
cause that's the first time it ap- 
peared in court records," Kyle said. 
Land records used it for a landmark 
in identifying the location for the 
original Lynnhaven Courthouse. 

Later, in the 1690's, a new 
church was built on what is now 
the main runway of the Oceana 
Naval Air Station. That church was 
torn down in 1754 and replaced on 
that location with a brick building 
that stood until 1952, "when the 
Navy made us move out," the 85- 
year-old Kyle recalled. 

The present location on Laskin 
Road was donated to the church and 
is a reproduction of the one at 
Oceana, was built using some of 
the original materials from the pre- 
vious one. "I've been a member of 
that congregation since the early 
1930's and was there when they 
built the existing church." 

On Sunday, May 7, the Chapel's 
regular roster of services will be 
held, with a celebratory Homecom- 
ing Service at 11:15 a.m. 

Following the Homecoming 
Service will be a Picnic-In-The- 
Garden on church grounds. Lunch 
will be catered and reservations are 
required. Cost will be $2 per per- 
son. The church is located at 2020 
Laskin Road.

several innovative programs underway during the year. A meter replace- 
ment program was continued and an automated delinquent turn-off list pro- 
cedure became operational. The latter addresses the automation of generat- 
ing delinquent turn-off lists rather than handling this procedure manually. 
This should prove to be cost-effective with regard to staffing hours. 

Eight neighborhood water projects were completed, providing water ser- 
vice to over 1,100 dwelling units previously served by wells. The program 
is expected to continue jintil more than 5300 existing dwelling units lirw 
served by wells will be under the city water system. 

The first phase of the Atlantic Avenue sewer work done in coordination 
with the oceanfront beauiification work was completed in May. This pro- 
ject provided large diameter sewers at depths of 15 to 19 feet. Resurfacing 
of Atlantic Avenue was done during the very limited eight month 
construction period. Exceptional teamwork between the contractor, the de- 
signers, the utility project engineer, and the owners N who experienced 
planned loss of service was the reason for the successful completion of this 
extremely difficult project 

An innovative approach to cooperation between state and local govern- 
ment was successfully implemented as part of the Virginia Beach Boule- 
vard highway project in the London Bridge area. It became necessary for 
VDOT to remove a city sewage pump station to allow for the new bridge 
across London Bridge Creek. 

Recognizing the city's expertise in the design, construction, and opera- 
tion of sewer pump stations, VDOT contracted with the Department of 
Public Utilities to provide administration and inspection of the design and 
construction of the new station. This agreement allowed the city to assist 
with the state project and to be assured that the work met all city require-

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Arts Center Opens With "Made In America" 



The Virginia Beach Center for 
the Arts will open its new 5,600- 
square-foot gallery on April 8 with 
"Made in America." The exhibi- 
tion, continuing through June 11, 
offers a survey of American art 
during the history of the Center, 
from the 1950s to the present. 

The exhibition was organized 
by Curators' Forum in Charlotte, 

N.C., under the direction of Jane 
Kessler, principal, with June 
Lambla. Sponsors of the exhibi- 
tion are Sue and Harry B. Price, 
Jr.; Commerce Bank; Landmark 
Communications, Inc.; and 
Sovran Bank, N A v 

"The changes in American art 
since Abstract Expressionism are 
extraordinary, what I call a reac- 
tionary evolution," Kessler said. 
"Each new trend or school has 
seemingly acted as a catalyst for 
the next" 

"It is precisely thai diversity 
that is the hallmark of our art of 
the past quarter-century," she 
added. "It shows the freedom 
artists have felt to pursue any 
content, voice, form, or media, 
and a wide range of intellectual, 
social or emotional subjects." 

The exhibition is arranged 
chronologically, with the earliest 
work a painting by Willem 
deKooning, and Km most recent, a 



work by Ida Kohlmeyer, Sizes 
range from Eva Hesse's 7 x 4" ink 
on paper, "Untitled," 1966 to 
Richard Bosman's 72 x 108" oil, 
"Capsized," 1982. 

Represented by the 63 artists 
are such classics of American 
schools as the abstract 
expressionists, the minimalists, 
the photo-realists, the Chicago 
school and the new narrative 
painters. The exhibition concen- 
trates, on two-dimensional art, 
many of which are works on pa- 
per, with exceptions including 
videos by Bruce Nauman and 
William Wegman. 

Most of the works of this 
decade are on loan from The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art The 
1970s are represented predomi- 
nantly by works from the 
Weatherspoon Gallery at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, 
Greensboro, which is rarely seen 
private contemporary collection. 
The Virginia Museum of Fine 
Arts is the third institutional col- 
lection represented comprehen- 
sively. 

Other lenders are the Mint 
Museum of Art, Charlotte, N.C.; 

the Walker Art Center, 
Minneapolis, Minn.; and the 
Whitney Museum of American 
Art, New York City. Private gal- 
leries include the Mary Ryan 
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Gallery, Frumkin/Adams, Gimpel 
& Weitzenhof fer and Phyllis Kind, 
all in New York City. 

From the earlier part of the 
retrospective are Abstract Expres- 
sionist works by deKooning and 
Adolph Gottlieb. Robert 
Rauschenberg and Jasper Johns 
represent the revolt against Ab- 
stract Expressionism, which was 
felt in the early 1960s. 

Color-field painters include 
Kenneth Noland, Darby Bannard 
and Sam Gilliam. Minimalism 
includes works by Sol LeWitt and 
Brice Marden. Any Warhol's 1973 
"Double Mao" represents the 
originator of the Pop movement. 

The pluralism of the art of the 
1970s is also seen in Red Grooms' 
caricature, "Frank Tarkenton," 
which shows the experimentation 
with various media during the pe- 
riod. Realist paintings by William 
Bailey and Robert Cottingham are 
included, as is Richard 
Diebenkom, one of the Color Ab- 
stractionists of the California 
School. Photo-realists of the pe- 
riod include Audrey Flack and 
Janet Fish. 

Art of our decade emphasizes 
the variety in neocxpressionism 
and post-modernism. Works here, 
including those by Bosman, Mark 
Innerst and Leonard Koscianski, 
show the taste for the dangerous, 



looming and uneasiness often de- 
scribed in art of recent years. The 
pervasive influence of the media is 
seen in the works by Ed Paschke 
and Mark Tansey. 

Women painters are empha- 
sized in the survey, and the inclu- 
sion of William Dunlap, Ida 
Kohlmeyer and Russ Warren offer 
three examples of southeast artists 
who have gained national recogni- 
tion. 

A full-scale, color catalogue 
has been produced for "Made in 
America" and includes reproduc- 
tions of many of the works in the 

exhibition. Contributing writers 
offering perspectives on the past 
30 years arc Walter Darby Ban- 
nard, an artist and freelance writer 
who lives in Princeton, NJ. and 
whose work is included in the ex- 
hibition, and Lowery S. Sims, 
associate curator of 20th-century 
Art at the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art The catalogue will sell in 
the Center's gift shop. v

During 1988, city council authorized the purchase of Holland Utilities. 
This sewer system is the last investor-owned public sewer utility in the 
city. Integration of this system, located in the Pembroke area, will provide 
for uniform sewer service to all sewer customer, allow long range planning 
and construction for the sewers arihe lowest cost; and will eliminate 
artificial barriers to providing sewer service to undeveloped areas. 

Population increases have had a dramatic impact on the wastewater col- 
lection system, particularly the sewer pump stations - 200 in 1981 and 315 
in 1988. The existing alarm system provided notification of a station mal- 
function in timfc for utility personnel to respond. This operation, however, 
was inadequate because of the increased volume of calls which occur during 
inclement weather. To improve the system, the city acquired a computer 
based telemetry system which tracks the alarm functions, allowing the op- 
erator to keep track of numerous concurrent alarm problems. 

Public Works 

High growth has dramatically impacted maintenance requirements. In 
order to address these needs, the Highway Division contracted for the 
development of a computerized infrastructure management system which is 
expected to be implemented early in 1989. This plan makes the city a 
forerunner on the east coast in this particular effort. 

Cost-effective measures were assured in the mosquito control program 
this year by consolidating the effort into the Highway Division. Public 
awareness of the topic was enhanced by a comprehensive media campaign 
which included a "hotline" for callers as well as a courtesy backyard 
inspection program. The inspection program assisted residents in learning 
how to eliminate potential breeding sites. 

The Traffic Engineering Division reviewed nearly 1,000 site plans, sub- 
division plans, and major construction projects during the year. As a result 
of 146 traffic studies and 39 signal summaries, traffic signals installed 
brought the number in the city to 260. Over 3,200 new streetlights were 
installed and more than 1,400 requests for service were answered. 

In a continuing effort to increase roadway visibility and safety during 
v- nightime hours or inclement weather, this division installed 40,000 raised 
pavement markers and over 40 linear miles of markings. In addition, 64S 
miles of paint striping was applied to the city's roadways. 

Traffic Engineering made great strides in its street identification program 
-*" by replacing over 2,100 reflectorized, nine-inch metro blades to replace the 
smaller street signs. 

The division is also well along with the capital project to interconnect 
most of the traffic signals in the city with the central mullisonics com- 
puter at the Landstown Road facility. The Beach Borough signals were 
brought online last year, allowing for better coordination of signal timings 
and early detection' of system malfunctions: The completion date for this 
program is projected to be mid-1989. 

This was indeed the year of extreme progress in capital improvements. 
An intensive effort was begun which will result in the completion of 138 
design projects and 103 construction projects with a combined value of 
$302 million. Eight construction projects valued at $37 million were 
completed. 

The Waste Management Division continued with its penchant for de- 
veloping innovative programs. For example, 55,000 homes are now ser- 
viced by the Automated Waste Collection System. This service has sub- 
stantially improved the appearance of neighborhoods, the ease of placement 
of containers on collection day, and the working conditions for employees. 

The Yard Debris Trailer Program was expanded during the year to meet 
the overwhelming public demand for this service. Since its implementation 
in 1986, the trailers have been used by over. 4,500 residents. 

Recycling has been one of the goals of the Waste Management Division 
in order to reduce the use of landfills and disposal costs to the citizens. A 
Newspaper Recycling Program at all public schools was implemented in 
the fall. The program is reducing costs and educating the children on con- 
servation of natural resources. 

Another major project completed is the Methane Recovery Project at the 
City Landfill. This program was developed to convert methane gas to elec- 
tricity to provide the equivalent power sources for 10,000 homes. It will 
also reduce the consumption of foreign oil by 105,000 barrels per year for 
the next 20 years. The cost savings to the city is projected to be $10,000 
per month. 

Planning 

Two ordinances and major document were adopted by city council in 
April that had great impact on this department. 

The new city zoning ordinance was completed which provides specialized 
zoning districts for the resort area incorporating the use of development in- 
centives, offers more comprehensive landscaping and screening require- 
ments, and various other methods to offer the citizens and council greater 
flexibility and compatibility with regard to zoning conditions and cate- 
gories. 

The storm water management ordinance was also adopted, which requires 
the use of best management drainage practices designed to reduce the 
amount of pollution associated with storm water runoff from new commer- 
cial developments and subdivisions. 

Specifications and standards for landscaping, screening and buffering 
were completed to provide a set of guidelines for landscape plant materials 
and other related elements. 

The Planning Department implemented the required usage of geographic 
parcel identification number (GPIN) on preliminary and final subdivision 
plats in conjunctions with the city's effort to establish a unique and 
universal parcel identification number for every parcel of land within the 
city. 

The development of a computerized mapping system was begun which 
is designed to enable future use of computerized maps with a computerized 
geographic information system (GIS) to meet the needs for geographic 
based land use and demographic data for comprehensive land use and trans- 
portation planning. 

Permits and Inspections 

This department was heavily involved in the renovation of the resort 
area, specifically with regard to signage. Initialed in 1986, by a city coun- 
cil concern that the conditions of signs in the Virginia Beach Borough were 
not up to par with regard to appearance, a two year project was completed 
this year which resulted in the removal or renovation of 217 signs, 
awnings and marquees.

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band, as well as teaching at grade 
schools, high schools and colleges 
in the Washington area. Wohner, 
who originated the Old Dominion 
Ballet Company, also taught at 
ODU for 10 years. 

In 1965, when her husband was 
stationed at the Armed Forces Staff 
College, the Wohner's took up 
residency in Edgewater in Norfolk.

Fishing 
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Feller said the head boats are nor- 
mally for people who aren't too fa- 
miliar with fishing. 

"If they know what they're doing 
they can catch a lot," she said. 

She said, on an average, 15 
pounds of sea bass can be caught on 
a trip. She added that the fishing 
center's head boats are the only ones 
of its kind in Virginia Beach that 
fish in the ocean. Other fishing 
centers fish in the Chesapeake Bay, 
she said. "Women and children go 
on head boats all the time," Feller 
said. 

The charter boat, which is rented 
by husbands, wives and their chil- 
dren as well as corporations and 
tourists, range in price from $350 
during die spring and fall for a half- 
day and $550 for a whole day. 
Summer charters from mid-June to 
mid-July are $650 and $750 at the 
end of the summer when fishing for 
Gulf Marlin. 

The 65-foot boats, which are in- 
dividually owned, are manned by 



three mates who help passengers 
bait their hooks and bag and ice 

their fish. The mates usually re- 
ceive a $50 to $100 tip from the 
group at the end of the day. 

"Everything for fishing is fur- 
nished," Feller said, including fish- 
ing rods, bait and coolers. A snack 
bar is also provided on the boat. 
"It's customary to tip the mate." 

The cost of the fishing trip goes 
strictly to the boat itself. The 
money covers the fuel, the captain, 
the mates, bait, ice, insurance and 
boat costs. 

The fishing center, which is 
closed during January and February, 
has acquired a new 72-foot boat 
equipped with heat and air condi- 
tioning to be used for off-shore sea 
bass fishing. The new boat will run 
winter trips approximately 30 miles 
out into the ocean. 

"It's all ocean fishing," Feller 
said. "It'll probably be a new thing 
for us."

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mothers are working and larger number of children are living in single-par- 
ent households. 

Dr. Cantwell reported that, in Denver, the children dying from neglect 
outnumber those dying from abuse. She then explained that the incidents of 
neglect which lead to death usually are related to leaving young children 
alone in the home where they may drown in a bathtub, start a fire, or ingest 

dangerous drugs. : ! 

In both her talk and article, Dr. Cantwell stressed the great need to teach 
parents how to be parents. Those who are reared in a neglectful household 
follow the same practices and become neglectful parents themselves. When 
parents are incapable of meeting the child's basic needs, the child will soon 
show the effects of neglect 

Neglectful parenting can be attributed to lack of knowledge, lack of 
judgment, and lack of motivation. Lack of knowledge includes such simple 
things as being unaware that an infant needs to be fed every three to four 
hours. The parent's ignorance about medical care causes serious problems. 
Perhaps one of the most serious problems is the lack of understanding of a 
child's emotional needs. 

Lack of judgment by parents is potentially dangerous. Only immature and 
neglectful parents would leave a child alone. Yet, often young children are 
left to care for even younger children. Such parents even fail to recognize 
that a child is ill and needs medical attention. 

Lack of motivation is another trait of neglectful parents. Advice from 
teachers, visiting nurses or social workers is ignored. Such parents refuse to 
make changes. They have no desire to learn better parenting skills. Even 
when gross neglect toward their children is pointed out, these parents insist 
that they have a right to raise their children any way they wish. 

Dr. Cantwell states that entry into school becomes the latest point at 
which the neglected child should be recognized and reported. "The first-grade 
teacher can pick out children who appear to have serious problems develop- 
mentally, behaviorally, supervisionally, and experientially. The school 
nurse can document poor hygiene, poor weight gain, and inattention to 
medical needs. School social workers can visit homes to document areas of 
neglect in the household. To wait to identify the neglected child until he is 
over twelve years old is unconscionable." 

Child neglect is a pervasive problem in America largely because it is ig- 
nored by the public, which is unaware of the personal pain caused its vic- 
tims and the tremendous expense to the taxpayers. However, recent neglect- 
cases which have been publicized in our area have focused the public's 
attention and sensitivity on this growing problem. 

As Erik Erikson wrote in the "Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion" in 1972, "Some day, maybe, there will exist a well-informed, well- 
considered, and yet fervent public conviction that the most deadly of all 
possible sins is the mutilation of a child's spirit; for such mutilation under- 
cuts the life principle of trust/without which every human act, may it feel 
ever so good and seem ever so right, is prone to perversion by destructive 
forms of conscientiousness."

the cockatoo has gained 120 grams 
and one of the conures has put on 
25 grams. The other two conures 
gained about 10 grams during their 
first few days back, but Goodman 
said they are now dropping weight 
to level themselves out for adult- 
hood. Goodman feeds the birds their 
peanut butter, monkey chow and 
Gerber baby food concoction three 
times a day. 

"Everybody's real big," she said. 
"He (the cockatoo) is at a normal 
weight for his age now. He may 
even be a little chunky." 

Goodman said the birds, which 
are no longer being kept in boxes, 
are out in their playpens now. 

The cockatoo's toe, which was 
broken during its time away from 
the pet store, is now out of the 
bandage. The birds are also covered 
with feathers, now. 

The birds were supposedly stolen 
by three teenagers who smashed in 
the front door of the pet store. 
Goodman said they probably took 
the birds with the intentions of 
selling them. 

"They look a lot different now," 
Goodman said. 'They're not naked 
anymore." 



Although she has become at- 
tached to the birds and calls herself 
"mom," Goodman said she'll "be 
glad when they get a home." She 
said although the birds get the love 
and care they need at the pet store, 
they will be better off in a home 
with one family and a certain rou- 
tine. She said the birds have gotten 
so much attention from so many 
different people, that they are con- 
fused. 

Goodman is confident that the 
birds, if sold, will be placed in a 
good home. She said she knows 
most of the store's customers and 
because of the price of the birds, 
they should be taken good care of. 
Goodman added that the birds will 
probably come back to the pet store 
to "visit," when they are brought in 
to have their toenails and wings 
cupped. 

Goodman said there have been no 
other disturbances at the pet store 
since the break-in. But there have 
been a few new additions to the 
store. 

"We haven't had any further 
problems," she said, but, "We do 
have quite a few new babies for 
sale." 



Opening

Funding for the project includes

Since 1952, six Virginia 
Beach Police Officers have died in 
the line of duty. They are: Officer 
Charles E. Porteus, died June, 
1952, run down accidently by a 
passing motorist while on routine 
traffic stop; Officer Roger L. Mc- 
Clung, died December 19, 1968, 
drowned while gathering evidence; 
Officer Robert R. Monette, De- 
cember 19, «^68 also drowned 
while gathering' evidence; Officer 
Jimmy W. Mobley, June 11, 
1979, died in a helicopter crash 
while attempting to assist a boat 
in distress; Officer William D. 
Black, July 11, 1979, died along 
with Officer Mobley in same 
helicopter crash; Officer Daniel T. 
Maloney, December 27, 1981, 
shot to death when he made a rou- 
tine traffic stop in the Kempsville 
area. 

Not only will the fallen offi- 
cers be honored by the Virginia 
Beach Police Department, but all 
FOP members in the Tidewater 
area will participate, including the 
Oceana Base Police and the Little 
Creek Base Police. 

According to Wheeler, the 
general public is also invited to 
come and pay homage to those 
who "Protect and Serve." 

Wheeler will preside over the 
ceremony's formal portion, which 
will include a speech by VBPD 
Chief Charles R. Wall and 
invocations by the department's 
three volunteer chaplains. 

'This year we'll be having a 
riderless horseman," Wheeler said. 
"We'll (also) have the Shriner's 

Scottish Highlanders playing bag- 
pipes." Among the selections they 
will play is the classic hymn 
"Amazing Grace." 

When asked what the service 
meant to him, Chief Wall Said, 
"(To honor) our officers; not only 
the ones that have given their 
lives in the line of duty, but also 
the other officers who face danger 
daily." 

The local FOP lodge sponsors 
this event every year to coincide 
with the National Memorial Day 
For Police Officers that was first 
signed into law by President John 
F. Kennedy in the early 1960's.

Wheeler said, "(The) chances are 
great anytime you make a traffic 
stop, or respond to a crime - the 
risks are high. It's the nattfce of 
the job." 

Chief Wall added, "We don't 
allow ourselves to think about 
(being killed in the line of duty) 
most of the time, but this 
(memorial service) gives us an 
opportunity to release our fears 
and feelings once a year and renew 
our dedication." 

The Tidewater lodge of the 
Fraternal Order Of Police was 
formed in 1954 as part of the na- 
tional organization, to serve the 
community and the law enforce- 
ment agencies. Among the ser- 
vices provided are aid and assis- 
tance to the families of any police 
officer killed in the line of duty. 

The membership of the Tide- 
water FOP lodge consists of 384 
local policemen, out of a total of 
550 that serve the area. 

When asked about aid to the 
families of non-member officers 
who are killed in the line of duly, 
Wheeler said that even though the 
scholarship and widow and orphan 
fund is exclusively for members, 
the FOP provides "whatever 
assistance we can," including do- 
nation drives and other help avail- 
able. "We don't discriminate be- 
cause they're not members." He 
also said that the FOP will always 
"give comfort to the family of 
fallen officers." 

Many facets of law enforce- 
ment never reach the public's eye, 
such as an officer who has been 
forced to defend himself, or citi- 
zens, by killing someone in the 
commission of a crime. Police 
departments regularly provide 
counseling services for these offi- 
cers, to help them overcome the 
grief and guilt associated with 
taking a suspect's life in the line 
of duty, Wheeler said. 

Wheeler said that he hopes that 
citizens will attend the ceremonies 
to, show their support of the police 
who serve the community so un- 
selfishly.

The expectation for student, once la- 
beled the "educational step children," should be that all will learn effec- 
tively, will make gains in academic achievement, and will be helped by the 
school in their physical, social and emotional development. 

The state has mandated that each school with a middle grade will have to

The committee members have been charged with studying the State di- 
rectives, research reports, and how best to implement the middle school 
design for grade six to eight in the building configuration that is chosen.

Using the expertise of Dr. William E. Blanton and Dr. C. Kenneth

University, the committee is trying to establish goals and components of 
developmentally responsive schools. Research has proven that in 90% of 
the schools recognized as outstanding, teachers and students were organized 
into interdisciplinary teams. Ninety-four percent used flexible scheduling 
and 93% included an advisor-advisee program. 

In good middle schools the following characteristics are found: 

• Teacher-based guidance; 

• Student based scheduling and grouping; 

• Emphasis on the "basics"; 

• Team of Cooperative Teaching/Planning Organizational 

• Exploratory programs for students which include interest classes, 
interest clubs, independent study programs, as well as other traditional ex- 
ploratory courses; 

• Appropriate social activities; and 

• Carefully planned sports/physical education program. 

Recommendations to the School Board are due in April. The final deci- 
sions made will have a tremendous impact on the future of our school sys- 
tem. It is heartening to know that those decisions will be based on re- 
search, careful and thoughtful planning and on what's best for the students 
we serve. 

It is also heartening to know that teachers were involved in the planning 
process and will continue to be involved It is important that as a society 
we do recognize that the people doing the job have the knowledge and in- 
sight to make those judgements. As we look to the future, it is very im- 
portant that the educational community work as a whole for what is best 
for the children of our city.

Ninth Annual Flower Sale At Dome; Noted Botanist 
Will Be Featured

"One of the foremost botanical 
and bird artists in the east" will be 
arriving in Virginia Beach this 
weekend to display 30 of his works 
at the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum's temporary gallery 
through May IS. 

The museum exhibit is in con- 
nection with the Junior Virginia 
Beach Garden Club's ninth annual 
flower sale to be held at the Dome 
Tuesday, April 18. 

"We needed someone to give us a 
litde boost," said Brien Harrison, 
garden club member and flower sale 
co-chairman. "He agreed to come 
down. We're real excited." 

"A noted artist and illustrator," 
Morrison has written over 17 books 
including "Newcomb's Wildflower 
Guide," as well as creating wild- 
flower drawings and paintings, ac- 
cording to Jeri Guarracino, the mu- 
seum's administrative assistant. The 
Massachusetts native will be mak- 
ing his first Virginia exhibition 
with acrylics of plants and shrubs 
found in Seashore State Park. 

According to Guarracino, Morri- 
son's displayed artwork will be 
"moderately priced," with prices 
ranging from $8 for untrained stone 
lithographs to $150 to $1,7S0 for 
framed paintings. ^^ 

"He really hits the price range for 
almost any pocketbook," Harrison 
said. "His prices are in line with 
what the area has." 

Morrison's painting, one as large 
as 35" x 45", will be done in 
acrylic, acrylic and pencil, acrylic 
and water color and simple water 
color. The proceeds from both the 
museum display and the flower sale 
display will be donated to the Ma- 
rine Science Museum and the Vir- 
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ginia Beach Center for the Arts. 
Harrison said, over the past nine 
years, the garden club has raised and 
donated almost $50,000 to the mu- 
seum and the arts center. She said 
this year they plan to raise 
$10,000. 

Harrison said hundreds of flowers 
such as perennials, geraniums, an- 
nuals and impatients will be for 
sale at the flower mart. She said the 
flowers are special because they are 
hand-picked from growers in 
Chesapeake and Virginia Beach. 

"We really get some pretty ones. 
We get the best flowers in town," 
she said. 

Harrison said approximately 500 
flowers are pre-sold ahead of time, 
but there will still be an abundance 
of them on the floor. The flowers 
will vary in price. The geraniums 
sell for $2.50 to $6.50, hanging 
plants are $10, annuals are $10 and 
the perennials differ in price. 

The flower sale has been held at 
the Dome for the past four years by 
the garden club, which "promotes 
historical preservation and good en- 
vironment." The 45-mcmber club 
began selling flowers out of garages 
until it moved to Galillee Church, 
the Hilton Hotel and then to the 
Dome. 

Harrison said several vendors, as 
well as selected works from Morri- 
son's showing, will be featured at 
the flower sale.

3,348 Cases Reported In Virginia Beach Last Year; 
1,022 Of Them Found To Be At Risk; Mental Abuse

During the fiscal year 1987-88, 
3,348 cases of child abuse were re- 
ported in Virginia Beach and 
according to Theresa Nock of the 
Hampton Roads Committee for the 
Prevention of Child Abuse, 1,022 
of those cases were found to be real 
or "at-risk," and one death occurred 
as a result of child abuse. 

Children who are at-risk are those 
who have bruises that are discovered > 
in a pattern or on unusual parts of 
the body; children who look dirty, 
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Albert said most 
child abuse cases are 
reported by friends, 
neighbors or the public 
school systems. 



"If it (a pet) is lost or stolen and 
ends up in a shelter, it could be 
used for research," said Barbara 
McCane, a Tidewater Humane, Inc., 
volunteer. 

It is for this reason, among oth- 
ers, that McCane urges pet owners 
to have their pets tattooed. Many 
pets that end up in animal shelters 
are either disposed of or used for re- 
search. Under federal law, shelters 
"can not do research on a dog that is 
tattooed," McCane said. 

"They're supposed to look," Mc- 
Cane added. 

Tidewater Humane, Inc., a "low- 
cost Spaying/neutering association," 
is working with a Richmond cou- 
ple, Tommy and Nancy Mantlo, to 
sponsor a pet tattooing clinic in 
Virginia Beach. The Mantlo's, for- 
mer show-dog breeders, have been 
tattooing/pets since 1974, according 
to McCaie. 

"It's just something they've dedi- 
cated the ir lives to," she said.

The bi-annual clinic sponsored 
by Tidewater Humane will be held 
Sunday, April 23 from 10 a.m. to 3 
p.m. at Ja-Pen's Pet Center on Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard. McCane 
said many pet owners have their 
social security number inscribed on 
their pet's inside right thigh, where 
all the tattoos are placed. She added 
that the tattoos, which take all of 
two minutes, are safe and painless.

Virginia Beach ranked 111 in the 
state in severity of traffic crashes in 
1987, according to a report issued 
by the Virginia Department of Mo- 
tor Vehicles. 

Virginia Beach reported 8.832 car 
crashes resulting in 45 fatalities and 
4,142 injuries during 1987. 

Crash severity rankings are based 
on a formula which includes such 
factors as the number of licensed 
drivers in each city, as well as the 



number of annual traffic accidents, 
fatalities and injuries. Virginia 
Beach has a driver population of 
227,515 and a death rate per driver 
of .19. 

According to DMV Deputy 
'Commissioner John T. Hanna, the 
department has used the formulas 
since 1985 to determine "problem 
areas" and to show which safety 
measures should be taken to address 
specific problems.

Go for a walk or 
take a hot bath, but don't take it out on your children. Spare 
your child the emotional burdens of your anger. 

If you notice the child of a neighbor, friend or relative with 
suspicious injuries such as bruising, burns or broken bones, 
report it to Child Protection Services or dial the Child Abuse 
Hotline at 800-552-7096. 

The community needs to get more involved in the fight 
against child abuse. This month has been designated as Child 
Abuse Prevention Month so do all you can to help these suf- 
fering children.

Tax Laws May 
Affect Young Workers 

Traditionally, the hiring of responsible young people by Vir- 
ginia Beach homeowners to do odd jobs such as mowing 
grass, raking leaves, shoveling snow, washing or waxing cars, 
or cleaning out attics, has been around since baseball and apple 
pie. 

Everyone has always had the desire to help out the nice kid 
down the street by giving him or her a chance to earn extra 
money, while saving their backs and valuable time for more 
worthy endeavors. 

Sadly, that tradition may be falling by the wayside with the 
advent of the 1989 tax laws. 

, With the enforcement of those laws, if you pay that kid down 
the street more than $50 within a three month period, you are 
legally obligated to pay social security and FICA taxes on the 
full amount you pay them. 

The average homeowner hires a young person to save them 
trouble, not to create a myriad of paperwork and legal respon- 
sibilities that are worse than having to do that dirty job your- 
self. 

The primary questions in all this is: Should you allow your- 
self to violate the law and pay someone under the table, or 
should you turn down an enterprising kid and do the job your- 
self? 

Neither choice is particularly appealing, especially when you 
have to see the sad eyes of that kid when you tell them "no." 

Since a young person has a hard enough time trying to make 
money, the law should include a special exemption for persons 
under the age of 18, to allow them to continue the traditions of 
the American free enterprise system without obligating the kind 
people who give them a chance to show responsibility. 

In this age where we seem to only think of young people in 
terms of drugs and violence, it's a shame that those who 
choose to fit into the system should be discriminated against by 
removing their way to make money and grow from the experi- 
ence of doing a job well. - S.D. 



People And Animals 
Are Getting Tattoos 

These days, all kinds of people ant getting tattoos. Both men 
and women are now sporting the sometimes colorful- engrav- 
ings. But they're not the only ones. 

Yes, animals are now being tattooed, but not in the same way 
as humans. You won't see a dog with "Mom" engraved on his 
leg, but you will see pets with numbers on their thighs. The 
tattoos are used for identifying pets when they are lost or 
stolen. Many pets who wander from home end up in an animal 
shelter where, if they are not claimed, will be euthanized or 
used for research. Animals with tattoos, on the other hand, 
can't be used for research; it's a federal law. 

The thought of tattooing a little dog or cat may seem cruel to 
some pet owners, but the process supposedly does not hurt. 
The tattooing itself only takers few minutes. Keeping the dog 
still is the hard part 

Marking your pet with a tattoo may be a very worthwhile de- 
cision. Many animals, especially purebreds, are stolen for the 
sole purpose of breeding them. With a tattoo, an animal shows 
proof of ownership, so it will be more easily identified if lost or 
stolen. Once your pet is tattooed, its identification number will 
be registered with all local pounds and animal shelters. 

If your dog or cat tends to stray from home, try tattooing 
them. 

A tattooing clinic will be held on Sunday, April 23 at Ja- 
Pen's Pet center from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. Appointments are rec- 
ommended, but walk-ins are welcome. - K.L.D.

Low Homeownership Draws Attention From Congress

When I ask young married cou- 
ples in Virginia Beach about the 
issues that concern them most, - 
their answers almost always include 
die high cost of purchasing a home. 

As one young woman recendy 
told me: "It is bad enough that the ' 
price of housing is several times 
what our parents paid, but rising 
interest rates make it almost im- 
possible to qualify for the same 
home in April that we could have 
qualified for in January." 

Comments like this one are not 
surprising. According to a recent 
report by the Housing Policy Prpr ,. 
ject at the Massachusetts Institute h 
of Technology, homeownership ' 
rates for young people have declined 
sharply in recent years. In 1980, 
just over 52 percent of all Ameri- 
cans between the ages of 25 and 29 
owned their own home; by the end;. . 
of 1987 the figure stood at just 45*. 
percent. For those between the ages 
of 30 and 34, there was a similar 
decline. 

These figures mean that there are 
two million fewer homeowners to-i 
day than there would have been had 



the 1980 rates been maintained. 
Furthermore, as young middle-in- 
come couples stay in apartments 
longer to save money for their first 
home, they bid up the price of 
rental units. Real rents are now at 
their highest point in decades, and 
many low-income families have a 
hard time finding a place to live at 
all. 

For these reasons, I believe that 
developing new and cost effective 
ways to help young people pur- 
chase their first home must be a 
major part of any re-invigorated na- 
tional housing policy during the 
Bush administration. 

Several measures to achieve this 
goal have already been introduced in 
Congress. One of the most 
promising is the First Time 
Homebuyers Act of 1989, which I 
am cosponsoring. It would permit 
the withdrawal of up to $10,000 
from an IRA, without Flax ] 
penalty, if those funds are applied 
toward the down payment of a ■ 
moderately priced first home. The 
measure would prevent a significant 
revenue loss to the federal govern- 
ment because it contains a tax re- 
capture provision which would be 
triggered upon die sale of the home 



or termination of its use as the 
principal residence. 

Another proposal would establish 
a national housing trust fund that 
would offer home mortgages on a 
basis similar to the interest rate 
"buy downs" now commonly uti- 
lized by conventional sources, 
where die interest rate on a 30-year 
fixed rate mortgage may be as low 
as 6 percent Eligibility for this 
program would be limited to those 
whose income did not exceed 115 
percent of the median income in 
their area, and for whom the maxi- 
mum mortgage available would be 
die same as that now established 
under the FHA loan guaranty pro- 
gram. 

And finally, legislation has been 
offered in both the House and Sen- 
ate to extend existing housing pro- 
grams for an additional two years, 
i The focus of existi ng housing pro- 
' grams is on the urgent housing 
needs of low-income families, but 
the provisions of this legislation 
may also provide an excellent op- 
portunity to strengthen existing ef- 
forts to help young Americans 
realize die dream of homeowner- 
ship. 



Virginia Wesleyan Dorms, Dining Hall Authorized 



Virginia Wesleyan College's". 
Board of Trustees recently autho- 
rized two major building projects 
for 1989. Construction to complete 
Village II is expected to begin thir 
spring, followed by a fall ground- 
breaking for the Campus Dining 
Center. 

The two new building projects 
are part of the $7.5 million 25th 
Anniversary capital funds campaign 
for facilities and endowment. With 
$6.6 million of the funds raised, the 
program has already provided a $1 .2 
million academic building, The 
Center for the Humanities, which 
opened in fall 1988. The Campaign 
Steering Committee is working to 
assure that die $500,000 remaining 
on village II and approximately 
$400,000 in endowment will be 
raised this year. 

Village II construction, estimated 
at $3.5 million, is expected to take 
15 to 16 months. The facility will 
include two more dormitories which 
will house 95 students, two aca- 
demic halls and a student commons. 
Officials anticipate occupying the 
building in the fall of 1990. 

The Dining Center, estimated at

$2 million, is a 14-month project 
that is expected to be complete by 
spring 1991. The 24,500-square- 
foot facility will include 17,000 
square feet of new construction and 
renovation of 7,500 square feet of 
existing space.

clude a dining hall with seating for 

approximately 500; two smaller 
dining rooms; a galleria/lounge; 
kitchen, preparation and serving ar- 
eas; a book store; the business of- 
fice; and a campus post office.

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. "can't think of anything," he 
said, "that has resulted in more 
called to the manager's office," than 
the issues arising out of the recre- 
ational and commercial use of the 
city's waterways. 

The city may soon do something 
to correct the problems, to bring 
some order out of the chaos on the 
city's waterways during the summer 
season. 

A Virginia Beach Recre- 
ational/Commercial Water Use 
Study Committee, headed by Police 
Capt. E.F. Buzzy, has made rec- 
ommendations on how to deal with 
the noise, danger, and erosion 
caused by the pleasure boaters, in- 
cluding jet skiers and operators of 
similar watercraft, sailboats, wind- 
surfers and recreational fishermen, 
water skiers and high performance 
Vessels, which all vie for the avail- 
able space. 

The areas studied included the 
Lynnhaven Inlet to the Lesner 
Bridge, die Lynnhaven Riber basin 
through Long Creek and Old Long 
Creek, Broad Bay and the Narrows, 
Rainey's Gut and Crystal Lake, 
Linkhom Bay and Deary Cove and 
Little Neck Creek. 

Buzzy, who presented die report 
at a council work session, is a 
boatman certified by the U.S. Coast 
Guard and is licensed to operated 
charter boats within 100 miles of 
the U.S. 

Of the area studied, he said, 
"unless you've been there you have 
no idea of the congestion." 

The committee recommend that 
vessels slow down - maintain 
steerage speed only within 300 feet 
of the shore. That, alone would 
solve a majority of the problems, 
Buzzy said. 

He said that die committee also 
wants council to ask the Seashore 
State Park officials to prohibit 
laughing and docking at the Park 
beach. He said that if this were 
done, die strain would be removed 
from the Narrows. He said that the 
occupants of the craft at the Park 
drink alcohol and engage in "other 
activities." He said that he also 

would like to have State personnel 
control the drinking in public 
which is outlawed at the park. 
However, he said, the State Park 
has only three people to patrol the 
place. 

The committee also suggests that 
die Park establish a sandy beach for 
launching jet skies next to a boat 
ramp about 200 years away from 
the present launching activity. 

A suggestion that the alternate 
access areas for jet skies be pro- 
vided, at Munden Point Park and 
Back Bay across from Little Island 
Park, elicited a "Thanks a lot," 
from Barbara Henley said that at 
Munden's Point, the barges may 
prove to be a problem. 

One of the problems with the jet 
skiis, said Buzzy is that "they like 
to jump wakes." The danger lies in 
the fact that the skiers do not see 
the oncoming boats. 

The committee also recommends 
establishing a throughway for wa- 
tercraft to get across Broad Bay and 
Linkhorn Bay. No fishing, crab- 
bing, anchoring or waterskiing 
would be permitted in this area. 

Buzzy said that setting speed 
limits for boats would not help, 
because 90 percent of the boats 
have no way of telling how fast 
they are going. "We don't feel we 
would stand a prayer in court when 
none of the vessels know." He said 
that maintaining steerage coridling 
speed is more easily supported. 

Buzzy said that the committee 
also would like to consider an age 
limit for boat operators (I have seen 
ten and 12 year olds operating boats 
with 75 horsepower engines.") and 
consider licensing boat operators. 

The city will first have to deter- 
mine which of the recommenda- 
tions it is authorized to initiate. 
Some of the perogratives would fall 
to the State, Coast Guard or the 
U.S. Corps of Engineers. 

In reference to the noise, Baum 
said that "most young people can't 
enjoy anything quiet"

Many improvements have been seen along Atlantic Avenue in recent 
years; removal of overhanging signs, facade improvements and connector 
parks linking the boardwalk. This spring most of the overhead utility lines 
in the 20th to 25th Street blocks of Atlantic Avenue will be removed; next 
year the same blocks will be completely renovated with new lights, trees, 
and sidewalks. 

For many visitors and residents, Atlantic Avenue is a beach; with shops, 
restaurants, and hotels. For tourists, it is one of the first images of the 
beach. Atlantic Avenue, however, has never had a unique and attractive 
character. The overall appearance of some of the districts, cruising, and the 
ever present overhead utility lines, is not the best image of Virginia Beach. 

The appearance of Atlantic Avenue has been a concern of citizens and 
officials for many years and a variety of plans and ideas have been generated 
to deal with this issue. Most recently, in May of 1986, a group of citizens 
from the Resort Area Advisory Commission and the Virginia Beach Ho- 
tel/Motel Association established a committee to develop a concept for the 

traffic circulation and the appearance of Atlantic Avenue. The committee 
dealt with many difficult questions: One-way or two-way traffic, conges- 
tion, and narrow unattractive sidewalks. The committee recommended At- 
lantic Avenue to be a four-lane two-way street. In addition to traffic

circulation issues, the committee recommended a total upgrade of the street 
appearance by removing all overhead wiring, narrowing the street for wider 
sidewalks, and adding pedestrian lights and street trees. To initiate im- 
provements to Atlantic Avenue the committee recommended a demonstra- 
tion project for five blocks of Atlantic Avenue and 21st Street and 22nd 
Street to create a welcoming and attractive entrance and positive image of 
the resort district. That recommendation became a reality in the Resort 
Streetscape Demonstration Project which was included in the city's Capital 
Improvement Program (CIP). 

Accomplishing all of the improvements. to Atlantic Avenue is a 
complicated task. The existing water and sewer systems and storm drains 
need to be replaced and/or upgraded and removing the overhead utilities re- 
quires careful coordination with Virginia Power, C & P Telephone, and

How Much Will Health Insurance Costs Go Up?

NEA's Members Benefits Corporation predicts that the average annual 
increase in medical benefit costs for indemnity plans will increase between 
17 percent and 23 percent in 1989. This chart illustrates the factors com- 
prising the 21.S percent (average) annual medical trend anticipated for 
1989. 

Think about the six factors identified as increasing health benefits costs. 
Which of these factors can be controlled by the employer and its employees 
• the users of health care insurance programs? 

Utilization patterns will cause only 3.5 percent of the 21.5 percent in- 
crease (sick inpatients now require longer stays and more sophisticated care 
while outpatient utilization arid charges are escalating). Catastrophic cases 
(organ transplants, bum cases, high-risk infant care and AIDS) will account 
for only 1.9 percent of the increase. These are the two areas that can be 
controlled by the individual, yet they only account for 5.4 percent of the 
projected health benefit cost increases. 

Seventy-five percent »f the total cost increases will be outside of the 
employee's or the employer's control. Medical inflation wifl nearly double 
that of overall inflation for 1989. 

Another serious problem is cost shifting. Cost Shifting (what the gov-

eminent is unwilling to pay for through Medicare, Medicaid and indigent 
care) is being passed along to America's workforce. If the government 
pays, we pay through higher taxes. If it's passed on, we pay through higher 
premiums, or reduced benefits and higher out of pocket expenses. 

Which model is best for our society? Do we want socialized medicine? 
Will cost shifting become cost prohibitive that as a society we settle for 
allowing certain classes of people (elderly and indigent) to have less or in- 
ferior health care? Is this the case currently? In a democratic country, we 
need to debate these issues and work toward a national concensus. 

In the meantime, what can be done for public and private employers and 
employees? The most important thing that can be done, and must be done, 
is to establish wellness programs. Guess the percentage of health care costs 
today that is directly related to lifestyle. It is 51 percent and rising. Unless 
we start using the workplace to help people start "work" on improving

Remembering Thomas Jefferson ■ A Man Of Letters 




On April 13, 1943, the 200th anniversary of his birth, the Jefferson 
Monument was dedicated by President Roosevelt in Washington, D.C. 
How appropriate that the National Library Week is now celebrated during 
the week of Thomas Jefferson's birth date, for he had a magnificent per- 
sonal library and was perhaps the most avid reader and prolific writer of any 
of our presidents. 

One biographer wrote, "None of our presidents had so prodigious a sci- 
entific curiosity; none read as much ... to the exienttiiat he became one 
of the most learned men in American political history." 

John F. Kennedy concurred. At a White House dinner and reception 
honoring Nobel Winners in April of 1962, he remarked, M I think this is the 
most extraordinary collection of talent, of human knowledge, that has ever 
been gathered together at the White House with the possible exception of 
when Thomas Jefferson dined alone." _- 

From his father Jefferson inherited the intangible love of books and 
reading; and the very tangible library of 42 select books became his, at the 
age of 14, by terms of the will. , nnn rtB . 

Congress had established the»Library of Congress in 1800. When the 
British burned the 3,000 books during the War of 1812, Jefferson was so 
angered by the senseless act of military vandalism that he actually sug- 




gested setting fire to a British library in return! 

Instead, however, he sold his private library of over 6,000 volumes far 
below its value to replace the government's lost books. Then he began 
immediately to build up another library for himself. He was not content to 
read one book at a time, but designed a fascinating book stand, which 
would hold several open books and could be spun around so that he could 
compare the ideas of various writers. 

Jefferson was surely the most inquisitive and acquisitive of all of our 
presidents. While serving as Minister to France, he had searched and re- 
searched all available books about early republics and governments. He 
sent over 200 of these works to his friend James Madison, who studied 
them in preparation for the Federal Convention of 1787. The ideas distilled 
from these classics were the basics of the Virginia Plan, which became a 
kind of blueprint for the Constitution itself. 

Because of his sense of order and of the importance of keeping records,

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School Board Budge 



The 1989-90 School Board bud- 
get which requires a 5.5 cent real 
estate tax rate increase includes the 
first year programs of a long-range 
strategy which may call for addi- 
tional taxes in future years. 

Whatever <he strategic plan 
means in additional dollars, Coun- 
cilwoman Barbara Henley said, "I 
think we have to know what we're 
talking about so we can be totally 
honest up front." 

At a School Board city council 
workshop on City Manager Aubrey 
V. Watts Jr.'s proposed 1989-90 
Operating Budget, Henley said that 
council did not use an $8 million 
bond authority for roads because of 
the 2.1 cent tax rate increase it 
would necessitate. She said that 
other needs which might require tax 
increases are crucial - How can you 
not buy a ladder truck?" but that at 
some point, two cents her and three 
cents there, the tax rate would add 

up. 

The tax rate increase is needed to 
cover a $8,461,835 shortfall in the 
proposed $255,516,399 School 
Board budget which was recom- 



mended for full funding in the city 
manager's budget Most of the 
shortfall resulted from additional 
state mandates and new local initia- 
tives. 

Superintendent of Schools James 
Melvin said that the school board 
budget which makes up 43.5 per- 
cent of the total $587,698,684 Op- 
erating Budget, is not a bare bones 
budget," but that "it begins to do 
what we ought to be doing." He 
said that changing demographics in 
Virginia Beach are producing a 
highly affluent upper level and a 
burgeoning underclass while the 
middle class is diminishing. The 
traditional bell-shaped curve with 
some at the higher and lower ends 
and the majority in the middle, isn't 
true for Virginia Beach any more. 
The big concern now, is the middle 
class which may be affected ad- 
versely with the expenditure of dol- 
lars on the disadvantaged at one end 
and the high achievers at the other 
end 

School Board Chairman James 
N. Fletcher listed four priorities on 
the school agenda - more pro grams 



for at-risk students, a five-year 
technology program, meeting 
growth, and academic excellence. 

With more at-risk students 
(students likely to drop out), the 
schools last year implemented tran- 
sitional programs in Grades 1, 5 
and 6 and for junior high students, 
at the Center for Effective Learning, 
where 100 are registered. However, 
with more students remaining in 
the schools, Fletcher pointed out, 
there will be the tendency for lower 
average lest scores. Melvin said that 
one of the things he is proudest of, 
however, is that one/ third of the 
city's students are in the upper four 
percent in the state. 

Melvin said the remedial program 
will be expanded, especially in the 
first grade. An alternate school for 
senior high school students will be 
open soon. 

The cost of the first year of the 
five year technology program will 
be $590,000. Even so, the city will 
have one computer per 60 children 
while the recommended ratio is one 
to four, Melvin said 



This year, the School Board will 
open three new elementary schools 
and one high school to meet growth 
•- an expected 2500 additional stu- 
dents. 

Also, two proposals are included 
to bolster academic excellence - an 
expansion of advanced placement 
programs and testing for all 
elementary grades. 

The long-term strategies grew 
out of a report prepared by the Ed- 
ucation Planning Center established 
by the School Board. 

Fletcher said, however, that 
strategic planning is still in its in- 
fancy. 

Melvin, who has been superin- 
tendent for two years, said that the 
school system is at a crossroads. He 
said that "the easy way would be to 
do only what we had to do" but that 
their conscience would not be clear 
if that were the case. He said that 
the highest level of achievement is 
among the Asian/American stu- 
dents, followed by the Fil- 
ipino/Americans and Caucasians, 
but that between the Caucasians and 
the Mack minority is a dramatic 



drop which needs attention. 

He said that teachers, under the 
budget, will receive a 4.2 percent 
salary increase plus a 2.5 percent 
step increase which will enable the

With each new school the School 
Board provides more parking spaces 
for students - at $750 to $1,000 a 
space, and still residents complain 
about students parking in their 
neighborhoods.

Fairfax 70 percent of the students 
are provioed parking. 

Dr. Carlton E. Boyer, assistant 
superintendent of schools, said that 
at Cox High school 18 percent of 
the juniors and seniors drive to 
school (338 spaces are provided); at 
Green Run, 17 percent (480 spaces 
are provided), and at the new ^fcm 
High School, 489 spaces will be 



provided. 

Baum said that some things 
which used to be luxuries are now 
accepted as necessities. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she did not like being told 
that student parking was insuffi- 
cient because council did not pro- 
vide enough parking. She said that 
the city will have to buy more land 
for parking or tell the students who 
can drive and who cannot. It is to- 
tally unfair what we have done to 
that Green Run neighborhood."

The Virginia Beach Borough Fire 
Department Ladies Auxiliary held 
this annual Norwegian Lady Statue 
Ceremony. 

Located at 25th Street and the 
boardwalk, the bronze statue stands 
facing the Atlantic Ocean in re- 
membrance of the tragic wreck of 
the Norwegian bark, "Dictator," 
which broke up and sank in the surf 
only several blocks away on March 
27, 1891.

people that drowned, including the 
captain's wife and son. 

Captain Jorgenson returned for 
many years on that date and visited 
the site and threw a bouquet of

of his lost ones. 

In September of 1962, City

ceremony every year.

Sentara Health Systems' Attempts 
To Establish Beach Health Center, Fall

Attempts of the Norfolk-based 
Sentara Health System to establish 
a health center in the heart of Vir- 
ginia Beach fell before a wall of 
opposition from local hospitals and 
doctors who charged that the facility 
would be used as a conduit to fun- 
nel patients to Sentara Norfolk 
General Hospital. 

The wall proved to have many 
cracks, however, as residents and 
civic association members in the 
area of the proposed center went out 
to the council chambers to support 
the project. 

In answer to charges that Sentara 
was using "battering ram" tactics, 
Robert Cromwell, attorney for 
Sentara, asked whether battering 
ram tactics were bad when 1,500 
residents of Virginia Beach signed 
petitions supporting the center and 
when president of civic leagues 
spoke in favor of the applications 
for rezoning and conditional use 
permit required for the center. 

The applications were denied by a 
7-2 vote with Kempsville Coun- 
cilman John D. Moss and Princess 
Anne Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan dissenting. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf ab- 
stained because she is a member of 
the board of Tidewater Health Care 
Inc. Norfolk General Hospital and 
Councilman Albert Balko abstained 
because he is a member of the board 
of Humana-Bayside Hospital. The 
two local hospitals both opposed 
the applications. 

Cromwell said that the contro- 
versy over the Sentara Proposal 
centered on a major power struggle 
between Norfolk and Virginia Beach 
and between Virginia Beach General 
Hospital and Sentara. 

Cromwell said that he had not 
heard anyone say the proposal was a 
bad land use or opposed by citizens, 
he said that he had heard criticism 
only from doctors and hospitals. 

To comment that Sentara was a 
giant organization which would 
swallow up local hospital efforts, 
Cromwell asked, "Do you want 
somebody who doesn't know what 
they're doing?" 

Denied one vole were four appli- 
cations for a 40-acre parcel at Hol- 
land Road and Windsor Oaks 
Boulevard in Kempsville. 

• Rezoning from V-2 Commu- 
nity Business District to 0-2 Office 
District for 3.5 acres. 

• Rezoning from A-12 Apartment 
District to 0-2 Office District for 
two parcels containing 23.8 acres. 

• Rezoning from R-7.5 Residen- 
tial District to 0-2 Office District 
for 12.6 acres. 

• A use permit for a hospital and 
nursing home on the total 39.9 
acres. 

In one of the council's longest 
presentations, 18 persons spoke in 
favor of the application and 12 in 
opposition during a three-hour-and- 
twenty-minute session^ B,<3th Sen- 
tara and Norfolk General had pre- 
pared slick brochures with their po- 
sitions. 

At the start, Oberndorf referred to 
a petition which questioned her 
participation in the issue when she 
was a member of the Tidewater 
Health Inc./Virginia Beach General 
hospital Board. Cromwell said that 
he had no personal knowledge of 
the petition. 

In making a motion to deny the 
application Councilman Harold 
Heischober based his stand on the 
right of the local governing body to 
protect the general welfare and 
health of the community. He said 
that the center would be detrimen- 
tal, in its effect on other hospitals 
in the city, to the health and welfare 



of the citizens. 

Moss, who had previously 
moved for approval, said that re- 
stricting competition was not a 
proper function of a zoning ordi- 
nance. He pointed out that his 
141,000 constituents in Kempsville 
see the center as a need. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that health, safety and welfare 
go to the heart of the question. She 
said that although the Planning 
Commission and Planning Depart- 
ment recommended approval of the 
applications, Council heard infor- 
mation what was not presented at 
the time of the Planning Commis- 
sion hearing. She said that it was 
hard to go against the applications 
when the alternatives are more 
apartments and shopping centers, 
but also questioned whether the site 
was the right location for what may 
be the only other hospital they may 
have in Virginia Beach. She said 
that the site is touted as being the 
hospital for the southern part of the 
city but that it is only 1.7 miles 
south of the Expressway. She said 
that the center doesn't answer the 
need for the southern part of the 
city. Within the next year, she said, 
the city will be considering updat- 
ing a comprehensive plan for the 
city and an in-depth plan for the 
southern part of the city. At that 
time, an appropriate site for a hos- 
pital could be considered and, also, 
the city may know the location of 
the Southeastern Expressway. 

She added that the applicant can't 
meet the conditions he's proffered at 
this time. 

In fact, much of the discussion 
revolved around the issue of a cer- 
tificate of need. 

An application by Sentara Health 
System to build the new 75-bed 
hospital was denied on July 1, 1988 
by Dr. C.M.G. Buttery, State 
Commissioner of Health. 

At the same time, Buttery ap- 
proved a request to construct a 20- 
bed addition to Virginia Beach 
General Hospital. 

Buttery found that the scope of 
services and quality of care at Vir- 
ginia Beach General Hospital could 
be reduced as its patient care base is 
eroded. Opponents had said that al- 
though the population in Hampton 
Roads has increased, the hospital 
discharge rate has remained stable 
and that local hospitals would lose 
patients. With more empty beds, 
hospital costs would go up. 

Under the Sentara Plan, the cen- 
ter would be built in three phases, 
the construction of a 120- bed nurs- 
ing home and four-story physician 
office buildings in the first phase, a 
24-hour emergency facility, air am- 
bulance landing pad and an outpa- 
tients' surgery center in the second 
phase and a second four-storv 
physician building and a 75-bed 
hospital in the third phase. 

To build the hospital Sentara 
needs a certificate of need which it 
may receive or may not receive on 
appeal from the Buttery decision or 
it can wait until July 1991 when 
the sunset provision passed by the 
General Assembly goes into effect 
eliminating the requirement for a 
certificate of need. Because of the 
certificate of need people, Henley 
said, the applicant can't meet the 
conditions he's proffered now. 

Cromwell said that Sentara is 
seen as "a large monster from an- 
other city," but that it is actually 
the largest employer in Virginia 
Beach outside of government. 
, Phillip Brooks, president of 
Norfolk Community Hospital, said 
that the hospital has an agreement 
with Sentara to transfer 75 beds ap- 
proved for Norfolk Community to 
Virginia Beach in exchange for $3 .5 
million and up to 16 percent equity 
in the Virginia Beach facility.

does not make them standards of 
quality. The Foundation programs 
make up only 80 percent of the 
total cost of education, so that 
when the State says it is funding 50 
percent, it is actually funding only 
40 percent. Also, said Gibbs. the 
state includes among its share the 
one percent sales tax returned to the 
city which is really local money. 

Melvin said that 80 percent of 
the city's student aspire to go to 
college. He said that the system's 
reputation is built on a college 
preparatory school division.

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Jefferson preserved a legacy of over 25,000 letters from friends and 
acquaintances. Anyone who has visited Monticello has seen the interesting 
device he invented for making copies of all of his own 18,000 letters. 
These letters, meticulously kept from 1783 to 1826, were indexed in his 

56-page "Epistolary Record ." 

My husband inherited one of those "original" letters through his paternal 
grandmother. Jefferson had written it in 1820 after his service as President 
of the United States, and it was franked. He had written the word "free" 
over his signature on the envelope, which was actually a part of the letter 
as the legal-length paper was folded and sealed. 

Another interesting feature is the simple address: Mr. Samuel Walkup, 
near Lexington, Rockbridge, Va. No street address and no zip code neces- 
sary! A copy of this letter was sent to Dumas Malone, while he was 
working on his exhaustive biography of Jefferson. The heading on this 
letter is simply "Monticello, Oct. 5 through 20," and the letter contains 
what present-day English teachers would consider a spelling error - but this 
was before the rules about "i before e" were established. 

"I have duly recieved (sic) your favor of Sep.25. informing me it is pro- 
posed to establish a road thro (sic) my lands at the natural bridge which, 
you observe, will be a convenience to the public and no injury to me - be- 
ing a stranger to the grounds, I place myself under the guardianship of the 
court, who weighing reasonably the public and private interest, will, I am 
sure, do what is right and I shall acquiesce in it. Accept the assurance of 
my great respect." 

In spite of the tremendous number of letters Jefferson has written, they 
have not lost their value. In fact, one was sold in 1986 for $360,000, the 
highest price ever paid for a letter of any kind. This one-page letter was 
written May 28, 1818, to a Jewish diplomat and journalist, Mordecai 
Noah, who had served as a special agent to Algiers and helped secure the 
release of Americans held by pirates. 

In that letter, Jefferson wrote that the history of the Jews has "furnished 
a remarkable proof of the universal spirit of religious intolerance," and that 
"our laws have applied the only antidote to this vice ... But more remains 
to be done for altho' we are free by the law, we are not so in practice ..." 
The buyer of the letter planned to donate it to the Yeshiva University Mu- 
seum in honor of Yeshiva's Centennial. 

In spite of Jefferson's care in copying and recording letters concerning 
politics, government, religion, gardening, architecture, music, education 
and the many other subjects in which he was interested, the intimate per- 
sonal letters, which might have given insight into this remarkable man, 
were not preserved. It is thought that Jefferson deliberately destroyed the 
most revealing letters of his life, especially those to his wife and mother. 

His famous "Garden Book" was a record of the flowering and planting 
over a fifty-eight year period, he noted the beginning and ending of the 
season for some twenty-nine vegetables and seven fruits. An early biogra- 
pher, Henry Randall, wrote, "Never was there a more methodical man from 
great matters down to the merest seeming trifles, never so diligent a 
recorder of them!" 

Then there was his "Farm Book," in which he recorded over 50 years of 
plantations management, including inventories. It has been estimated that 
the total record of Jefferson's writings, and the letters written to him would 
fill over 50 volumes. Although he was painstaking in writing, collecting, 
indexing and preserving all of these records, he never kept a diary. Nor was 
he willing to write his Memoirs. He once started an autobiography, but 
after about 100 pages, complained, "I am already tired of talking about 
myself." 

Outraged that his black friends were not permitted to attend school with 
him, he later made a proposal then considered radical heresy. In 1781, in 
his "Notes on the State of Virginia," he proposed that all black youths be 
educated "to tillage, arts or sciences" until the age of 21 , and all black girls 
to 18, at public expense. His deep belief in education inspired his founding 
of the University of Virginia. 

Among the writings for which he wished to be remembered are the Dec- 
laration of Independence and the Virginia Statute for Religious Freedom, 
two documents which still embody our basic beliefs, and which can be 
found in libraries throughout the land.

Day - Jefferson is remembered throughout the year by Carolyn 
Dodson, social studies teacher at Kellam High School. She introduces him 
to her classes the first day of school, and tells of his contributions and 
achievements during the year, often concluding with a class birthday party 
in his honor on April 13. She believes "he was a true Renaissance Man, a 
spirited individual and true romantic." She mentions "his keen sense of 
equality in writing the Declaration, his sense of exploring with his numer- 
ous inventions, his love of education with the founding of the University 

of Virginia, and his Statute of Religious Freedom, which contains one of 
our basic principles of democracy." 



Wynkoop 
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Wynkoop, who has his own 
darkroom but borrows some equip- 
ment, said it takes trial and error to 
reproduce an image the way one 
sees it. He often spends many hours 
just perfecting one picture. 

"I don't want to produce pictures 
by the pound," he said. 

Wynkoop, who in his spare time 
likes to golf, windsurf, sail and 
scuba dive, said "the potential for a 
visual image that I didn't see the 
day before" is what makes him tick. 
He said he's not interested in paint- 
ing or drawing or even commercial 
photography for that matter. He 
said it takes money and equipment 



and "that's not what I want to do." 

"What I do is very expensive," he 
said. "Money is the key to it." 

The artist said he has no regcir, 
in his life, although he said *tf 
made the mistake of not going r.io 
the Navy and becoming a jet pilot, 
something he's always wanted to 
do, since he does come from a long 
line of military officers. 

All in all, Wynkoop said he is 
happy with his life. Although he 
wishes he had a stronger financial 

base, he said, "my whole goal is to 
create images that would evoke re- 
sponses from people."

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"It's just like a little scratch," she 
said. "It's kind of hard for an animal 
to sit still, but it's not painful 
when you consider the conse- 
quences." 

The tattoos are done by a battery 
operated engraving tool. Normally, 
she said, the tattoos can't be seen 
unless a person knows where to 
look. Owners of long-haired dogs 
should keep their dogs trimmed so 
the tattoo is easily visible. 

Dogs are not the only pets that 
are tattooed. According to McCane, 
cats and hunting dogs are also pop- 
ular tattoo candidates, as well as 
rabbits and goats. 

- "Over the years, I would say 
probably more than 300 animals in 
Virginia Beach have received tat- 
toos," she said. 

Once an animal is tattooed, it is 
automatically registered with local 
pounds and animal shelters. Mc- 
Cane urges all pet owners to regis- 
ter themselves with the National 
Registry, at an extra cost. 

The cost of tattooing one pet at 
the clinic is $10 and any additional 
pet is $8. McCane said the Tidewa- 
ter Humane makes $4 to $5 from 
each pet and have raised anywhere 

from $50 to a couple of hundred 
dollars in the past.

"We call it more of a public ser- 
vice if we can help somebody out," 
she said. 

McCane said it is important for 
pet owners to remember that having 
a tattoo is no guarantee of a lost 
animal being returned to its rightful 
owner. The purpose of tattooing a 
pet is to protect them from loss or 
theft and is a permanent means of 
identification, as well as proof of 
ownership. 

"If a pet is lost, you certainly 
have to go out and look for it and 
call the shelters. Don't feel real se- 
cure just because it's (tattoo) done," 
McCane said. 

She said that Tidewater Humane 
gets a report about once a year of a 
pet that has been returned to its 
owner. She said the greatest benefit 
is "knowing the owners will get 
their pets back and eliminating the 
need for them to stay at a shelter." 
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This year, several changes were 
made in the minimum qualifying 
weights. Because the number of 
billfish has been declining over the 
last decade, a federal management 

plan was set to minimize the legal 
size of the fish. The minimum 
weight for blue martins has been 
raised to 350 pounds from 250; the 
minimum for white marlin in- 
creased from 50 to 60 pounds; and 
the minimum for sailfish increased 
from 30 to 35 pounds. 

In 1976, the minimum weight of * 
tuna fish was raised from 50 to 75 
pounds because too many citations 
were being issued for the fish. 
Since then the weight has been 
lowered from 75 to 70 pounds. 

"We're trying to make this diffi- 
cult but not impossible for people," 
said Bain. 

The tournament, which has been 
a leader in the promotion of "catch- 
and-release" fishing, will again ex- 
pand its release citation awards pro- 
gram. Bain said the program, started 
in 1959 with white marlin, is a 
"conservation measure." He said as 
long as a fisherman catches a fish, 
brings it to the boat and then re- 
leases it, he will still receive a 
citation regardless of the size of the 
fish. The only exception is the 
black drum, red drum and the am- 
berjack, which must be 44 inches 
in length or longer. According to 
Bain, it's a very simple process to 
measure a fish from the boat. 



"We find people nowadays are 
much more conscious about the re- 
lease program. We want to empha- 
size die catch-and-release more and 
more," said Bain. 

In the tournament's 32-year exis- 
tence, Bain said bluefish were 
awarded the most citations, totaling 
13,319. Flounder ranked second 
most popular fish with a total of 
10,600 citations and gray trout won 
9,535. 

"Bluefish and flounder are two of 
the most popular species sought in 
Virginia," he said. 

Bain said the tournament, now 
run by the State Department of 
Economic Development, also han- 
dles all state records for Virginia. In 
1981, Virginia Beach resident John 
Thurston caught a 1,099 pound 12 
ounce Tiger shark from his 22-foot 
boat. Coming in second was a 
1,093 pound 12 ounce blue marlin. 

Bain said 10 or 15 years ago, ci- 
tation fish were stuffed * and 
mounted. Now, he said, a fiberglass 
mold is made of the fish and then 
painted Because so many molds 
have been made. Bain said, "it's 
possible now to get mounts made 
of released fish. Ten years ago there 
was a lot of wastage." 

There is no fee or registration 
involved with the tournament. Ac- 
cording to Bain, it's sole purpose is 
to "promote the fine salt water 
fishing opportunities in the Com- 
monwealth." 



Child Abuse 
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of why child abuse might occur is 
when the parent was also abused as 
a child. In such cases, the parent 
has learned that abusing a child is 
what it means to be a parent. 

"That's the only set of tools they 
have to go by," she said. 

Albert said once a child abuse 
case is reported, Child Protective 
Services asks the medical commu- 
nity to examine the child for any 
evidence of bruises or injury. They 
then access the victim and talk with 
him, even without the parent's prior 
notice or consent. 

"It enables us to assess the risk 
to the child," Albert said. 

Albert said although the parent is 
sometimes not the alleged abuser, 
their input is needed so a method of 
prevention can be established. If, 
indeed, the parent is the abuser, so- 
cial services are required by law to 
explore other alternatives prior to 
taking custody of the child. 

If the child is at a high risk, the 
parents must come up with a plan 
to place the children in temporary 
custody of friends or family. Often- 
times, only one parent is doing the 
abusing; in such cases, the parents 
may be asked to separate.

Albert said the most frequently 
substantiated cases of child abuse 
are those of mental abuse. She said 
parents who are hostile, chaotic, 
violent or ridiculing may have a 
psychological impact on a child. 

"Both (physical and mental 
abuse) can be equally as damaging 
and devastating to a child," she said. 

Children of all ages may fall 
victims to child abuse. Albert said, 
"In founded cases, the biggest group 
occurs in the age group of seven to 
eight years." The second highest 
age group are nine to ten-year-olds, 
then five to six-year-olds and one to 
two-years-olds. 

In the 1986-87 report, several 
forms of physical abuse were re- 
ported; 220 bruises, cuts and 
lacerations, six bone fractures, two 
skull fractures/brain damage, two 
burns and scalds and nine disloca- 
tions, sprains and shaking. Albert 
said depending on the level of risk, 
the child may or may not admit to 
being physically or mentally 
abused. The child may have been 
threatened that if they tell, they will 
be beaten again. 

"Depending on what has been 
said often affects how easy it is to 
tell," Albert said.

cable television companies. All of the improvements need to be accom- 
plished in seven months from Oct. 1 through May 1, to avoid conflicts 
with Atlantic Avenue businesses. Consequently, construction sequencing 
for Atlantic Avenue is planned in two phases; first, relocation of overhead 
utilities to underground; and second, strecLscape and public utility im- 
provements. Construction of underground systems is nearing completion 
in the 19th to 25th Street blocks of Atlantic Avenue; private utility com- 
panies will start removing overhead lines in the next few weeks. 

Next year, starting in October, the streetscape improvements for the 
demonstration blocks will begin and are planned for completion by May 
1990.

It's out with the old and in with 
the new at the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, 
which recently moved from its 
General Booth Boulevard location 
to a $1 million building on Holland 
Road. Aside from a new building, 
the SPCA also has several other 
new features. 

The new 11,700 square-foot 
facility, which is three times the 
size of the old building, was con- 
structed because "our other facility 
was definitely worn out. The other 
one was not functionable anymore," 
said Juanita Pierce, SPCA office 
manager. 

The former 26-year-old building 
housed only 150 animals, while the 
current building will hold 350, as 
well as an increased staff. 

"We'll be able to have more 
room and keep them (the animals) 
longer," said Kathy Prendergast, the 
SPC A's development director. 

After renovations were made to 
the old facility, the SPCA decided it 
was still "incapable of fulfilling the

city's animal welfare needs," 
according to Prendergast. The 
SPCA, which receives 800 visitors 
and 910 phone calls per week, takes 
in lost or stray animals and animals 
whose owners can no longer care 
for them. In addition to taking ani- 
mal cruelty reports, the SPCA also 
has its own neutering program. 
When a dog is adopted for $55, or a 
cat for $50, the new owner will re-^, 
ceive a $35 rebate if the animal is 
neutered or spayed. 

"They have to take the pet to 
their own vet and then provide us 
with a documentation," before re- 
ceiving the refund, Prendergast said. 

Other programs featured at the 
new SPCA include using a humane 
education director to visit schools 
and daycare centers and conduct 
tours of the facility. There is also a 
pet therapy program which takes

Malissia Lee Fulfills Her Purpose In 
Life By Assisting The City's Needy

"I think I was born to help 
somebody," said Malissia Lee, 
housing programs supervisor for 
the city of Virginia Beach. "I regret 
that I hadn't started assisting people 
earlier." 

Born in 1947 to parents in their 
"latter days," Lee was raised in a 
quiet old neighborhood in Norfolk.

It was then 
that she saw the "need for directing 
people to affordable housing," al- 
though her primary job was han- 
dling the department's public rela- 
tions. 

In 1984, Housing and Urban De- 
velopment was interested in seeing 
minorities get into the mainstream, 
so Lee's job took a turn for the 
better. When more and more home- 
less began showing up at her office, 
Lee and her assistant Joyce Mason 



created a home sharing program. 

"It started snowballing and sud- 
denly I had a staff," she said. 

Lee's division began growing and 
home maintenance was added to the 
program. In 1987 she became 
housing program supervisor, which 
means, "I take care of the intake to 
make sure we take care of every 
need that a person has. 

"We handle various housing in- 
creases and make sure that a person 
has services from other agencies so 
they can be self-contained," she 
continued. 

Lee said her division works 
closely with social services, the 
Southeastern Tidewater Opportunity 
Project (STOP), as well as her 
"team players." 

"We've been able to create a net- 
work.

Reader Voices Opinion Of Methadone Coverage 



Editor: 

Your- coverage of the Commu- 
nity Services Board's decision to 
provide alternatives to intravenous 
drugs users (3/29/89) reasonably 
reflects the options, the scope and 
the initial cost of a methadone 
detoxification (not treatment) pilot 

It is unfortunate, however, that 
your editorial "Methadone May Not 
Be Best for Addicts" ignores both 
facts and purpose which contributed 
to the CSB decision. Methadone is 
a medically prescribed, orally ad- 
ministered, highly controlled and 
regulated substance which enables 
the heroin addict to transition from 
an illegal, intravenously adminis- 
tered, high-risk behavior. 
Methadone is recommended as a 
transition substance only for those 
addicts for whom all other treatment 
methods have failed. Further, during 
the 120 to 180 day period of 
methadone transition (known tech- 



nically as detoxification) the addict 
may redirect his/her resources to- 
ward productive activity (work, 
home and family) rather than 
criminal behaviors to obtain illegal 
drugs. 

While Virginia Beach programs 
continue to advocate for drug-free 
treatment for substance abusers, die 
overriding concern that I.V. drug 
users have the second highest risk 
for AIDS and, in fact, represent a 
greater threat to spread the AIDS 
virus than among any other group, 
necessitates the introduction of ev- 
ery alternative to the needle. 

Your editorial expresses concern 
that the introduction of methadone 
services may be a "joke on us." The 
cost of criminal behavior to support 
a heroin habit and die tragic impact 
of AIDS on our society are no joke. 
More importantly, the victims of 
these behaviors are clearly not 
laughing.

Solid walls, even if partially 
funded by the State, may not be the 
answer to the city's highway noise 
problems. 

Said Public Works Director Oral 
Lambert, "We're going to end up 
with a lot of walls we're going to 
(have to) maintain forever and peo- 
ple will still have noise." 

He said that he was concerned 
"that we don't embark too quickly 
on noise abatement ... we don't 
want to tell you to give up $2 to 
$3 million a year." 

Councilman John D. Moss 
would have wider setbacks between 
roads and residential developments 
and increased rights-of-way with 
landscaping. He also said that the 
city should meet the standards on 
its own properties it sets for every- 
one else. 

Jeff Waller, civil engineer with 
the city, explained that while the 
state would pay for 50 percent of 
noise abatement costs, with the city 
paying the other 50 percent, the 
money will be taken from the city's 
highway funds, delaying projects in 
the six-year Virginia Department of 
Transportation (VDOT) program. 

To qualify for the 50 percent, 
however, the city would need a 
noise abatement ordinance and the 
abatement will come in the form of 
ten-foot-high solid walls at a cost 
of $16 a foot. The city would be 
paying for 50 percent of the cost of 
the walls and the State money 
would come from the city's road al- 
location funds. 

Not only that, but noise abate- 
ment means that noise reduction, 
not elimination. Waller said. 

In addition the city would have 
maintenance costs. The city may be 
better off, Waller intimated by pay- 
ing 100 percent of the cost and us- 
ing whatever it wanted - berms, 
landscaping, additional rights of 
way. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
noted that the staff was taking a 
negative approach and that more 
technical expertise is needed. She 
said that the area of noise abatement 
is a highly technical one and con- 
ceded that the staff was concerned 

about money. She noted that 
sometimes abatement is not needed 
along the whole road. 

Lambert said that council re- 
cently adopted the 15-foot 
landscaping buffer policy, which he 
thinks is the best course. He said 
that it is not realistic to expect a 
developer to set back development 
279 feet, another alternative sug- 
gested. He said that some 
retrofitting would have to be done, 
some type of noise abatement may 
have to be provided in areas that are 
already developed. 

Lambert said the city should look 
carefully at a policy to meet state 
criteria. Their participation will be 
with "our money," he said, and the 
city may be just as well served as if 
we had our own criteria. 

Moss said that the required set- 
backs could be increased from 30 to 
50 feet along any residential prop- 
erty with only berms and landscap- 
ing (nonimprovements) within the 
setback. He said the setbacks should 
apply to residential properties along 
both state and city roads. The city 
also could acquire increased rights- 
of-way to provide for 25 to 30 foot 
scenic strips. That way, if in 20 
years the city has the money and 
the inclination it will have the 
right-of-way to build walls. 

Councilman Albert Balko said 
that noise means different things to 
different people. He said that if the 
city had no airplane noise he would 
think differently about noise on the 
street He said he would rather go 
with landscaping.

Editors note: The Honorable Meyera E. Oberndorf accepted the mayoral 
gavel on July 1, 1988 becoming the first woman mayor as well as the first 
directly elected mayor of the city of Virginia Beach. Now, after nearly a 
year in office she has agreed to share some of her motivations, thoughts, 
and remedies for legislative life in a goldfish bowl. 

In June, my husband Roger (aka my best friend) and I will celebrate our 
28th wedding anniversary. I guess with our eldest daughter's marriage oc- 
curring recently, I was particularly attuned to targeting just about any sub- 
ject around the state of matrimony. And so when the editor of Virginia 
Town & City happily 'assigned' me an article, thinking it might be of in- 
terest in general to legislators and in particular to women with political 
aspirations, I found a way to finagle the topic of marriage into my article. 

It's not in spite of - but rather because of my marriage and my husband 
that I first threw my perky pink pill-box hat into the ring. Have I regretted 
it?

Two hundred years ago this week George Washington was enroute to his 
inauguration as our first president under the Constitution. He had left 
Mount Vernon on April 16, 1789 and arrived in New York, then the na- 
tion's capital, on the 24th. Commemorative ceremonies will take place 
along Washington's original route culminating at Federal Hall where the 
Fust President took his Oath of Office on April 30th.

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Wetlands Owners Will Not Be Denied Use Of Their Land 



Although most of the property in 
Virginia Beach consists of wet- 
lands, all of the owners of this 
property will not be denied the use 
of their land. 

Steve Walls, environmental sci- 
entist with the Norfolk District, 
U.S. Corps of Engineers, told city 
council that the properties will be 
considered on a case-by-case basis 
with emphasis on the habitat value 
of the wetlands. Some areas that 
don't look like wetlands - but are - 
may not have a value as wetlands, 
he said. 

Walls briefed council on the ef- 
fect of recent enforcement of wet- 
lands regulations under the Clear 
Water Act ef 1972. 

He said that as the Carps, which 
was designated under the Act as the 
enforcement agency, started 
regulating wetlands, it learned that 
there were more wetlands out there 
than had been previously supposed. 



They were not only those areas in- 
undated or saturated by surface or 
ground water, supporting vegetation 
typically adapted for saturated soils, 
but non-tidal wetlands such as 
rivers, streams, lakes, impound- 
ments and their adjacent wetland 
systems; headwater streams and 
wetlands, and isolated wetlands. 

The problem is, he said, they 
don't all look like wetlands, not 
like a bald cypress forest or a 
swamp. 

What makes these properties 
wetlands is determined by the vege- 
tation, the soils hydrid, and hydrol- 
ogy. He said that some of the land 
may look good enough to build a 
house on. 

In all, between 80 and 90 percent 
of Virginia Beach is wetlands, he 
said. Even developed property, if 
unaltered, is likely to have been 
wetlands. 

Wetlands have been under crops 



regulations since the Act was 
passes, but, said Walls, the under- 
standing of wetlands has become 
more precise. The definition of 
wetlands has been expanded beyond 
the typical tidal salt marsh. He said 
wherever there are broad flat tracts 
of over 100 acres undeveloped, the 
land will contain a significant 
amount of wetlands. 

If decisions are going to be based 
on what the land is going to be 
used for, said Blackwater council 
and farmer John A. Baum, the 
evaluation is not going to be 
scientific. He said that the Corps 
would have a hard time proving 
some uses a detriment to the envi- 
ronment. He said that if owners are 
not going to allow use of their 
property, just compensation should 
be made. 

Walls said that the Corps is sen- 
sitive to the fact there these are pri- 
vate properties and that the Corps 



may be holding the future of the 
properties in abeyance. He said that 
typical forestry operations with best 
management practices would be 
permitted, for instance. 

Baum complained however, that 
"we're looking at the bureaucracy in 
Washington knowing better than 
we da- 
Councilman Albert Balko trans- 
lated the regulations into what they 
would mean to city projects. He 
said that some land which the city 
needs, say, for a school, may be 
marginal. How much time would 
be required for a Corps assessment, 
he asked. 

Oa a 40-acre site evaluation, 
Walls said that an assessment could 
be made in 90 days. 

Adding 90 days to an already 
long process, Balko said, would 
hamper the city. Besides, the city 
would have to purchase the land 
contingent on approval of the 
Corps. 



As for a municipal park. Walls 
said that parks would have less im- 
pact than a school site. 

Walls explained that Corps his- 
torically has not taken jurisdiction 
over areas in agriculture which 
continue to be used for agriculture. 
He said that the Corps may make a 
wetland determination on the land, 
but historically will not regulate 
farm land. Of course if some of that 
land were to be developed, that 
would be something else. 

The process of taking jurisdiction 
over farm land is complicated, he 
said, and may take two or three 
years.

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Budget, they "get just too much 
material." 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
thinks there's probably a better way 
of addressing the issue. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said she had tried to use hired help, 
but that doesn't work because the 
person is not familiar with the city 
and does not know therefore, what 
is important. She said, that she 
would try again because she was 
desperate. She suggested that per- 
haps some of the travel money in 
the budget for council could be used 
for help in filing the rafts of paper 
in some order. 

The staff will look into the 
legality of that proposal but in the 
meantime. City Manager Aubrey 
V. Watts Jr. may be coming to the 
rescue. He said he is trying to im- 
plement a library of all documents 
council is provided and to have a 
computerized index. 



Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
thinks a city the size of Virginia 
Beach should have a public rela- 
tions department.

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Third place winner, Robin Dwyer, listed many qualities he admired, es- 
pecially the ability to get along with others. "George Washington says that 
he already has goals for the country. He wants to tie the country together, 
not be like a king, and work with other people." 

From Joanne D'Agostino's class, the first place winner was Jennifer 
Lynn Stevens, who chose fairness as the first trait she admired about 
George Washington. She wrote further, "He was a man eager to learn 
which I think should be one of the qualities a president should have. 
Studying was very important to him- math was easy but spelling was 
not." 

In second place was Jennifer Jackson, who stressed experience. "If 
George Washington were alive today I would vote for him . . . Washington 
was an experienced politician. He had served in the Virginia House of 
Burgesses and had been elected as a delegate to both the First and Second 
Continental Congresses. By serving in these positions, he learned how to 
get along with others in government and how to win respect of others." 

Ben Griffin, the third place winner, used an imaginative approach, ad- 
dressing his comments to his fellow Delegates, reminding them that 
Washington was above all a gentleman. "Most of you already know the 
outstanding leadership qualities that General Washington has shown as 
commander-in-chief of our Continental Army . . . What many of you may 
not know is what a fine gentleman he is . . . Through his life he has 
shown qualities of honesty, kindness, and fairness." 

Years ago, students in the primary grades celebrated Washington's birth- 
day and learned of the legend of the cherry tree. Later, they studied a bit 
more about the "Father of our Country." but he remained a majestic and 
somewhat mysterious figure. In the past decade, less emphasis has been 
placed on Washington. 

This project has helped thousands of students across the country learn of 
the diversity of Washington's experience, the strength of his character, and 
the breadth of his talents. In explaining why they would have voted for 
Washington, they have identified the traits necessary for a great leader. 

As the nation prepares to commemorate the First Inauguration on April 
30, "We the People" should reflect on the essay Thomas Jefferson wrote 
about Washington in 1814. 

He was incapable of fear, meeting personal dangers with the calmest un- 
concern. Perhaps the strongest feature in his character was prudence, never 
acting until every consideration was maturely weighed; refraining if he saw 
a doubt, but, when once decided, going through with his purpose, whatever 
obstacles opposed. His integrity was most pure, his justice the most in- / 
flexible I have ever known . . . 

Washington's was the singular destiny and merit, of leading the armies 
of his country successfully through an arduous war for the establishment of 
its independence; of conducting its councils through the birth of a govern- 
ment, new in its forms and principles, until it had settled down into a quiet 
orderly train; and of scrupulously obeying the law through the whole of his 
career."

The 
money from the sale of the old 
building will be used to replace 
money that has already been bor- 



rowed. 

"We will take the proceeds and 
start an endowment fund for the 
SPCA," said Prendergast. 

Prendergast said the new facility, 
which is decorated in neutral gray 
and peach colors, has a lot more 
sunlight and windows than the 
other building. She said the new 
conditions will be better for the an- 
imals. 

"It's a very cheerful atmosphere," 
she said. "They have a larger space 
to live in." 

There are also added facilities for 
the staff of the SPCA as well as 
visitors. The administration facility 
is much larger than the old four-by- 
five-foot office on General Booth 
Boulevard. Also, a library is avail- 
able for students to do research as 
well as an audio visual room to 
view animal rights videos. An 
auditorium is featured for group 
presentations and programs and is 
also available for group meetings. 

"It is the most up-to-date, state- 
of-the-art animal facility in Vir- 
ginia," Prendergast said. "And it's 
the only private facility for the care 
of animals."

He smiled back, "Let's run!" Thus was launched the "Cold Pizza Cam- 
paign!" We called it such because all we could afford to feed our eager sup- 
porters was cold pizza. You'd be surprised how indigestion fires the heart - 

wc won! 

The press didn't hit on me' too much while I was a council member, al- 
though I got branded once in a while for being feisty, sometimes for being 
downright controversial. While extremely sensitive to people's feelings, I 
always found it necessary to maintain the courage of my convictions, to 
disagree when I needed to. That goes with the territory and is inherent in a 
strong value system. ''•„.«. 

Since I've become mayor, however, I ve gotten battered around a bit by 
the media for being too much of a peacemaker and not controversial 

enough. ' 

Council charter, of course, dictates my role to be a ceremonial head and 
as I'm more of a moderator in the position of mayor, I'm unable to take as 
aggressive a stand on some issues as I used to. My role is different, my 
function is different. But I've certainly learned the hard way that while our 
(council members') ethical standards are bound by law, I'm finding that the 
media's ethics rest precariously on individual reporters and editors - and far 
too rnany decisions are subject to change from day to day, issue to issue. 

Itjs interesting to watch the way the media relates to male legislators, 
then relates to women in my position, I can't recall the last time a male 
maybr was chastised for being a 'peacemaker.' 

I'm asked a lot what advice I would offer to political aspirants. With 10 
years on the city's library board and 14 years on council, I think my expe- 
rience tells me that I couldn't - wouldn't have done it without the unequiv- 
ocal support and continuing sacrifice of my husband and our two girls. 

There were a host of school plays and socials missed, or covered by only 
one of us as we became pinch hitters for each other. 

Part of the reason I became involved so heavily in the decision-making 
processes of my community were precisely because of my family. I'm not 
one of those who likes to sit around and grouse. Roger and I both always 
figured that if you think something's wrong - fix it! Whining doesn't fix 
anything! 

It's so important to me to be knowledgeable about the issues surround- 
ing my environment. It's just as vital, however, that I'm sensitive to peo- 
ple's feelings - this attribute, perhaps - to a fault I take very seriously my 
social responsibility in acknowledging my constituents. 

A few years ago, Roger and I were strolling down Gloucester Street in 
Williamsburg and a couple walked by us, looked at me rather seriously, 
then moved on. I was devastated. "I offended them," I said, horrified. 

"That's absurd," Roger replied. 

"But Roger, they didn't smile at us!" Well, I let it stew for a while and 
we went on our way. But a few blocks on down the street, we came across 
that same couple seated quietly on a bench in the churchyard. I couldn't 
help myself. I went up to them. "Excuse me," I said apologetically. "I'm 
Meyera Oberndorf - 1 just have the feeling I've offended you somehow." 

The man broke into a broad grin, poked his wife in the ribs and said 
happily, "See! I told you it was Meyera!" 

My day was complete. I know there are innumerable disadvantages to 
being 'onstage' all the time - 1 can't run to the grocery store without my 
makeup on. I'm always pressed and dressed - but it's so important to me 
that the office a legislator holds is above reproach - and that includes public 
image as well as now you address important issues. 

There's so much more required of those who are constantly in the public 
eye, that there's a constant pressure to never, never let up. I, for one, have 
never learned to pace myself. My greatest fault is that I try to do it all, and 
I tackle too much from time to time. But I think that's a fault of most 
legislators. We truly are in the "people business' and it is a demanding pro- 
fession. 

If there's one thing we need, it's the time and opportunity to network 
more. Not just professionally, but to re-establish our identities as warm, 
caring, decent human beings. I think a modified 'group therapy' gathering 
would do worlds of good to reduce our stress level, turn back the slings and 
arrows, and rejuvenate us so that we remain productive. We need to be able 
to nurture and support each other. We all go through the same kinds of 
crises, and they're always made more painful because we're under such 
scrutiny. It's truly life in a goldfish bowl. 

I'm very fortunate to have a built-in escape tack when things become 
absolutely overwhelming. 

Roger and I adore this area so much and we've traveled practically every 
inch of Virginia by car. 

Our favorite pastime is to jump in the car, put the top down, and ride off 
to Williamsburg or to Charlottesville, chatting all the way. I knew the 
night I met him, at a dance, many years ago in New York City - that I'd 
marry this special man - and one of the main attractions was how very 

bright he is. I knew then and I wasn't wrong, that he would challenge me 
intellectually for the rest of my life. Sometimes we'll just drive to 
Jamestown, cross the James River on the ferry and go hide out for dinner at 
the Surrey House. 

Just a simple outing with this man makes me whole again. We love 
this state! 

There are a lot of obstacles in the life of a politician. A lot of chal- 
lenges. There are times of heartache, turmoil, and incredible stress. Trying 
to be all things to all people just happens to be one of the impossible task 
legislators assign themselves. But the rewards are equally as great. To 
know that you can really make an impact in the community, in the quality 
of lives of your friends and neighbors - just by accepting this awesome re- 
sponsibility offers tremendous satisfaction. As for women in politics, I 
think women broaden the scope of sensitivity toward heavy issues that 
were always thought to be "male" issues. With statistics rising in dynamic 
proportions as female heads of households increase, and as women in the 
workforce continue to escalate, we're finding that these women are more 
interested and involved in discussing and dealing with the major issues than 
we gave them credit for. 

Roads, schools, growth, real estate taxes - it's not a man's world any- 
more - we all share this world and women are beginning to accept more re- 
sponsibility in managing it than ever before. The life of a legislator is def- 
initely not a dull one - and it certainly is well defined by the term "public 
servant" - but I wouldn't change a minute of it!

Domestic Violence: It's Against The Law

Domestic violence is the single 
most frequent cause of injury to 
women - more frequent than mug- 
ging, rape and auto accidents com- . 
bined. 

Half of all American women are 
assaulted by their husbands or male 
companions at least once. 

Each year at least 1.8 million 
women are battered; 4,000 of them 
die. Of all domestic assaults on 
adults, only 5 percent are commit- 
ted by women, but when children 
are the victims and die as a result - 
women are responsible about 60 
percent of the time. 

A necessary prerequisite to coun- 
seling men who batter is a mutual 
understanding of what domestic 
violence, specifically woman 
battering, is. Woman battering is 
defined as the physical, sexual, 
and/or psychological assaultive be- 
havior between adults in an inti- 
mate, sexual, theoretically peer 
relationship. 

The word "domestic" can be 
somewhat misleading in that it im- 



plies a common home and/or mar- 
riage. This is not always the case. 
The key word is "violence" which 
means damage or injury. 

There are four types of violence 
which are commonly seen in do- 
mestic cases: physical, sexual, 
property, and psychological. 

Physical violence is defined as 
the use of physical force to intimi- 
date, control or force another person 
to do something against his or her 
will. This may include: grabbing, 
pushing, holding, slapping, chok- 
ing, punching, sitting or standing 
on, kicking, hitting with objects, 
and assaults with knives or 
firearms. 

Sexual violence is the forcing of 
another person to engage in any 
sexual activity through the use of 
intimidation and the explicit or im- 
plicit threat of further violence if 
one's advances are refused. 

Property violence usually occurs 
in a fit of rage and/or as a means to 
scare or to intimidate. It includes 
the breaking of property; having 
fits of pounding on the table; 
putting a fist or foot through the 
wall; breaking down a door, throw- 
ing food; and breaking dishes. 



Psychological violence includes: 
explicit threats of violence; implicit 
threats of violence; extreme 
controlling behavior, pathological 
jealousy; frequent mental degrada- 
tion in the form of name calling; 
and isolating behavior. 

These forms of violence have 
several things in common; 

• They are all ways of control- 
ling, dominating, and intimidating 
another person. 

• They all have potentially seri- 
ous physical and psychological 
consequences. 

• They are against the law. 

Men who batter must get the 
message that violence is only one 
way to deal with anger, conflict, 
stress and frustration. It is the most 
destructive way to deal with these 
feelings. They must realize that 
there are other ways which are 
constructive - in fact, ways which 
can facilitate closeness, intimacy, 
trust and communication.

Rose Hall Residents Can't Watch Television 



Residents of Rose Hall Apart- 
ments off Virginia Beach Boulevard 
are bitter over interference with 



their television sets caused, they 
say, by a nearby radio station tower 
antenna. 
The Rev. Fritz Stegeman, presi- 



dent of the Virginia Beach Educa- 
tional Broadcasting Foundation, 
Inc., claims, however, that the

problem with the reception in the 
apartments is incorrect installation 
of the antenna in the eight-unit 
apartment buildings and the subse- 
quent abandonment of the antenna 
for private rabbit ears. 

But after city council voted 9-2 
to grant the station a use permit for 
a radio broadcasting station and 
communications tower antenna on 
the southside of Virginia Beach 
Boulevard east of Groveland Road 
(3177 Virginia Beach Boulevard), 
one woman, a resident of the 
apartments, rebuffed Stegeman's 
overtures of conciliation, and said, 
"Don't talk to me!" 

Voting against the granting of 
the use permit were Council woman 
Reba McClanan and Nancy Parker. 

The station went on the air early 
in February by virtue of a permit 
issued by the Department of 
Inspections which has understood 
that the station was a ham station. 
Council action is actually required 
for the station. 

Residents say that their televi- 
sion sets worked perfectly until the 
station went on the year. Now, on 
most stations they receive nothing 
by wavy lines. 

McClanan said that she learned 
that as a result of the station, the 
people in the adjacent residential 
area couldn't watch TV. 

Stegeman insisted that his sta- 
tion did not interfere with any sta- 
tions, that the station was not al- 
lowed to interfere with anybody 
under FCC rules. 

Charles Salle, attorney 
representing Rose Hall Apartments, 
said that it is true that the station 
has had an effect on TV stations in 
the apartments. He said that a 
number of senior citizens reside in 
the apartments and TV is a major 
entertainment for them. He said the 
residents dismantled the antenna and 
substituted individual rabbit ears, 
but that did no good. 

Stegeman, who is pastor of the 
Open Door Chapel, said that any- 
body with rabbit ears in the eight- 
unit apartment building would have 
the same problem, he said that the 
original antenna for the apartment 
was not constructed correctly. 

Salle pointed out that transmis- 
sion for the apartments was excel- 
lent until the Stegeman station 
went on the air. 

Richard J. Giddes, a resident of 
the apartments, said that on Feb. 
11, 1989, after the station went on 
the air, his TV stopped working. 
He receives Channel 13 passably, 
but nothing but wavy lines on 3, 
10, 15, 27 and 33. 

Stegeman said that he is aware 
the residents are having problems, 
but the solution is installing an 
amplifier in each building. He said 
that it would cost $26,000 to rewire 
the apartments properly. "It isn't 
our responsibility. It's the owner's 
responsibility to fix the amplifiers. 
There is nothing "I could do to help 
Rose Hall." 

He said he had worked six years 
to get the station and that his orga- 
nization has always been good 
neighbors. 

Stegeman agreed to take a 
technician over to the apartments to 
see what adjustments could be 
made. 

Councilman Albert Balko, before 
making the motion for approval of 
the permit, noted that Stegeman has 
had 20 to 30 years experience in 
communications and his church is 
doing "a super job on community 
service." 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf also 
asked Balko so "see if you can mit- 
igate the circumstance."

The landfill itself, in case you 
didn't know, is already a revenue producer, creating funds over and above its 
operational costs.

Monday, May 1, has been proclaimed Law Day USA and a time to cele- 
brate that ours is "a government of laws, not of men." It was in 1957, 
while he was serving as president of the American Bar Association, that 
Charles S. Rhyne, a Washington, D.C. lawyer, proposed the creation of 
"Law Day." 

The following year, President Dwight Eisenhower proclaimed, "It is fit- 
ting that the American people should remember with pride and vigilantly 
guard the great heritage of liberty, justice and equality under law . . . It is 
our moral and civic obligation as free men and as Americans to preserve 
and strengthen this great heritage." 

Then in 1961, the first of May was set aside by Joint Resolution of 
Congress as a "special day of celebration by the American people in appre- 
ciation of the their liberties and the reaffirmation of their loyalty to the 
United States of America." 

The purpose of Law Day is to call the attention of every American citi- 
zen to both the principles and the practice of American law and justice. It 
is a day to reflect on our legal heritage, the role of law in our society, and 
the rights we enjoy under the Constitution. 

As President Ronald Reagan said in his 1987 Proclamation, "Law Day,

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USA is a time to give thanks for our legacy of liberty under law and for 
the Constitution that preserves this priceless heritage - and to recall our 
sacred trust as Americans to protect our Constitution and our country as 
others have done for us."

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Beach Clinical Crisis Is Becoming Worse Annually 



Virginia Beach is experiencing a 
clinical crisis that is becoming 
worse annually, according to Dr. 
George Sjolund, director of the 
Virginia Beach Health Department. 

The city population is becoming 
poorer and poorer, Sjolund told city 
council at an Operating Budget 
workshop, taxing the public health 
services beyond their capability. 

"The real culprit in or service de- 
livery problem is the inequity in 
local health department fund distri- 
bution because it is not based on 
people to be served," Sjolund said. 

The local health department re- 
ceives form the state funding of 
only 51 percent of what the city 
should receive based on poverty or 
49 percent if based on total popula- 
tion. But funding, said Sjolund, "is 
not based on anything." 

Sjolund said that the state merely 
takes the previous year's budget and 
adds something for increased ex- 
penses. 

Virginia Beach's per capita public 
health allocations are the lowest in 
the State, ($6.31 for 1985), while 



the percentage of the population 
living in poverty is increasing 
faster than the general population. 
Among the reasons for this, he 
said, are that the city has low-pay- 
ing service jobs, attracting the 
poor, and low-cost housing stock, 
also attracting the poor. 

Those who suffer the most are 
the young, the women and children. 
In pre-natal care, for instance the 
city had reached its admission ca- 
pacity by 1985-86. The Health De- 
partment can handle 900 pre-natal 
patients a year, but 300 more need 
assistance. 

While approximately 100 of 
them receive pre-natal care financed 
by Medicaid form two private doc- 
tors who also have contracts with 
the city to deliver babies born of 
indigent mothers, the other 200 
have no recourse. People are not 
denied admission, Sjolund said. 
They simply have to wait tow or 
three months for an appointment, 
so they don't come. 

City Attorney Aubrey V. Waits 
Jr. said that he would deliver infor- 



mation on local health department 
needs to the General Assembly 
which is now in special session. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that if the state legislators can 
see the figures they would be more 
receptive. 

Health department funding has 
traditionally been a cooperative en- 
terprise with 55 percent or the bud- 
get paid for by the state and 45 per- 
cent by the locality. In making its 
'budget the city starts with the 55 
percent state allocation and adds 45 
percent form the city. If the city 
wants to boost its dollar amount, 
the state does not increase its allo- 
cation. The city pays $350,000 for 
deliveries of babies to indigent 
women, but that money is not 
counted in the city's 45 percent 

In 1985, (latest available statis- 
tics), Sjolund said, the city had 14 
percent of the region's poverty but 
this year, the city is receiving only 
1 1 percent of the region's budget. If 
the city's share were increased to 14 
percent, (a 27 percent increase) it 



would have sufficient funds to meet 
the current shortfall in clinic ser- 
vice. 

Based on State Health Depart- 
ment total local health expenditures 
of $106,424,460, the Virginia 
Beach share, with 5.66 percent of 
the state population should be 
$6,023,624. 

The city's poverty rate was 9.9, 
compared to the State's poverty rate 
of 10.4. Taking into account popu- 
lation, Virginia Beach had 5.39 
percent of the state's poverty popu- 
lations. Based on this data, the 
city's share should be $5,736,278. 

The city's share was $2,923,242. 

The Health Department has asked 
for additional funds of $719,700 for 
the 1989-90 year and $842,51 1 for 
the following year of which 45 
percent would be matching city 
funds. This, said Sjolund, should 
allow the Department to provide 
mandated clinic services. Other ser- 
vices, environmental and dental, 
will also need increments, but they 
will be smaller. 

The state has not responded, said

Councilman William J. Sessoms 
remarked that it was obvious where 
the problem is but wanted to know 
whether the city would have to go 
through the Legislature or whether 
the adjustment of funds 
(reapportionment) could be done 
administratively. 

Dr. H. McDonald Rimple, re- 
gional health director, said that the 
departments of mental health made 
their point and received $80 million 
more in funds last year. "We have 
got to make that point also." 

"The orphan," said Mayor Mey- 
era Oberndorf, "is public health be- 
cause it does not have an advocacy 
board." 



Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that for Virginia Beach to re- 
ceive a fair share, it would have to 
take some funds from other depart- 
ments, and it is not likely that 
other localities will be willing to 
go along with that procedure. She 
said, however, that the people who 
are suffering are Virginia citizens. 

Said McClanan, "The city has 
made a goal of affordable housing 
and you pay the consequences." She 
said, however, that mental health 
funding is based on a different sce- 
nario. The state has adopted a plan 
to return these services to the 
locality, and "that's an entirely dif- 
ferent scenario." 



For every dollar spent on health 
care, Rimple said, three dollars is 
saved on future costs. 

The Health Department budget in 
the proposed 1989-90 Operating 
Budget is $2,129,682, only 
$12,100 above current allocation.

towards the scholarships. The $5 
pageant tickets also contribute to 
the scholarships, as well 'as the 
$3,000 thePungo Festival has do- 
nated over the past three years. 

"The winner will get some 
assistance with her wardrobe from 
the pageant in preparation for the 
Miss Virginia pageant in 
Roanoke," Wolfe added. 

According to Wolfe, the pageant 
winner "makes public appearances 
for sponsors, performs her talent at 
the Festival, rides in the Festival 
parade, the Neptune Festival parade 
and represents the Strawberry 
Festival," for one year, unless she 
is chosen to be Miss Virginia. In 
the event that Miss Strawberry 
Festival wins the Miss Virginia 
pageant, the first runner up will 
take over her reign. 

"They've had some preliminary 
talent and swimsuit winners (in the 
Miss Virginia pageant). We've had 
girls in the top five two times. We 
haven't had a winner yet but we're 
hoping," Wolfe said. 

He added that 15 percent of the 
Miss Strawberry Festival contes- 
tants come back each year, although 
the winner is not eligible for re-en- 
try. 



"Most of the girls who enter the 
pageant don't enter just one. They're 
in it for the money," he said. 

The pageant, which has been held 
at the Pavilion in the past, f was 
moved to Cox because of eco- 
nomics, Wolfe said. The 1,000-seat 
Pavilion would have cost the 
Festival $1,000, where they ob- 
tained the 500-seat Cox "at a much, 
much more reduced amount." 

Wolfe said 400 to 500 people 
have attended the pageant in the 

past and "we would like to fill the 
Cox auditorium." 

Another cost cutter was the 
lighting and sound, which will be 
provided by the Cox auditorium 
staff. 

"They try to keep expenses down 
as low as possible so they can give 
the money to the scholarship fund. 
That's the whole idea," he said. 

Wolfe expressed his personal 
feelings on the pageant by saying, 
"I think it has been a success. We're 
hoping we can continue helping to 
sponsor the Miss Strawberry Festi- 
val. It adds to the festival and gives 
us statewide recognition as a festi- 
val arid the city of Virginia Beach."

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To give students ready access to information about their legal rights and 
responsibilities, the local Bar Association has joined the Attorney General 
of Virginia in endorsing the booklet, "So You're 18!" edited by the Vir- 
ginia Lawyers Auxiliary. The Virginia Beach Public School System is 
printing the booklet, which will be distributed to the 4,000 public school 
seniors. 

Schieble says that "the booklet points out the various rights and 
responsibilities of young adults when they turn eighteen, and contains in- 
formation with respect to voting, military service, jury duty, drinking and 
driving, and the like." 

It should be noted that the Virginia Beach Bar Association has given 
students access to information about the judicial system for more than a 
decade by sponsoring the Virginia Beach Court Docent Program.

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director of the Virginia Tissue 
Bank, conducted a survey and ques- 
tioned local surgeons; who said a 
local tissue bank Would be very 
beneficial. 

"The doctors here were waiting a 
long time to get tissue. Surgeons 
are using a lot more tissue now. 
The real thing works so much bet- 
ter for the patients," Turner said. 

She said that out of 545 tissue 
implants done in Hampton Roads 
this year, 54 of them were Virginia 
Beach residents. Turner said much 
of the tissue that is donated is from 
patients who have died in a hospital 
and whose families have agreed to 
donate organs and tissue. 

Once the tissue is removed from 
the patient, it is put in a cooler on 
ice and sent to the lab where it is 
checked for AIDS and hepatitis. If 
the tissue is healthy, it is processed 
into graphs, freeze dried and sent 
out on request 

"We give priority to hospitals in 
this area," Turner said, although 
they also ship tissue all over the 
country and Puerto Rico. 

Organs, especially kidneys, are 
also high in demand. Turner said 
kidneys, which are the first organs 
to ever be transplanted 25 years 
ago, are transplanted in Virginia 
Beach. Those in need of a heart 
transplant, on the other hand, must 
go out of state for the operation. 
Turner said Sentara Norfolk General 
will begin heart transplanting in the 
near future. When organs are do- 
nated, they must be transplanted

This week, the Virginia Trans- 
plant Council will be honoring 
Virginians who have donated organs 
and/or tissues and recipients who 
have benefited from these gifts. 
According to Turner, Organ and 
Tissue Donor Awareness Week was
